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Cutbacks put academic future of 
thousands at risk, savs professor

A LEADING academic has con¬ 
demned the Government’s latest 
university cuts, warning they could 
lead to a lost generation of wasted 
talent. 

Professor Elaine Thomas, vice-chancellor of 
the University for the Creative Arts (UCA), 
said the cuts, coupled with capping of student 
numbers, mean competition for places is fierce. 

And with UCAS, the Universities Central 
Council on Admissions, predicting more than 
30,000 young people across the UK will fail to 
get on a course this year, many bright students 
will be forced to defer entry 

Prof Thomas said the cuts, announced by the 
Higher Education Funding Council for 
England (HEFCE), will have a dire impact, 
with the creative industries bearing the brunt. 

On average the HEFCE grants make up 
about 40 per cent of a university’s budget. 

This year, cash for science, technology, engi¬ 
neering and mathematics has been safeguard¬ 
ed for 2010/11. Prof Thomas said: “While I 
understand the need to support these subjects, 
there is no doubt the future is digital and we 


should not neglect the design subjects that are 
integral to the industry.” 

For UCA, which has campuses in 
Canterbury, Maidstone and Rochester, fund¬ 
ing is being cut by 0.3 per cent which amounts 
to £239,000 off its approximate £22.5 million 
annual budget. 

Places are also being capped at 7,000 despite 
a 94 per cent increase in applications - four 
times higher than the national average. 

Prof Thomas said: “We must support the 
development of graduates. Since the advent of 
the global financial crisis the creative indus¬ 
tries have been the UK’s only world-leading 
sector. It would be tragic to see a generation of 
unfulfilled potential in a time when this poten¬ 
tial is needed to take Britain into a period of 
sustained growth.” 

Other Kent universities fared better than 
UCA with Canterbury Christ Church receiv¬ 
ing an 8.3 per cent rise in Government grant, 
which represents 25 per cent of its annual 
income.Vice-chancellor Prof Michael Wright 
said it was down to the hard work of his col¬ 
leagues. “This increase provides us with a 
sound base to deal with the future funding 
challenges,” he added. 

The University of Kent received a 1.5 per

MP blasts new 
police Christian 
name guidelines 


POLICE have been banned from asking for 
a person’s “Christian” name as part of new 
guidelines on how to avoid offending eth¬ 
nic groups. 

Officers in Kent are instead being told to 
consider using the terms “personal name” 
or “family name” so as not to upset people 
with different religious beliefs. 

They are also being asked to avoid call¬ 
ing people “love” or “dear” over fears that 
some people may find the words offensive 
or unprofessional. 

Veteran Tory MP Ann Widdecombe, who 
represents Maidstone and the Weald, 
attacked the publication. 

She said: “Kent Police should be con¬ 
centrating on more important matters than 
this. I don’t think any normal person would 
be offended by any of these words, but I’m 
sure the officers will do as they are told. 

“It’s just going to lead to another load of 
paperwork to fill out.” 

Obsession 

Adam Holloway, MP for Gravesham, 
said: “Sometimes we seem to hate our 
country. This shows a worrying obsession 
with being politically correct. 

“The police should be concentrating 
their efforts on catching criminals.” 

The guidelines were compiled by Kent 
Police’s diversity team for all staff. 

Officers are also asked to say “mixed 
parentage” or “dual parentage” instead of 
mixed race, and to be more specific when 
describing people as Asian, African or 
African-Caribbean. 

They have also been warned against 
comforting people by putting an arm around 
them, or shaking the hands of others. 

A spokeswoman for the Campaign 
Against Political Correctness said police 
should not have to worry constantly about 
what they can say. 

She said: “Obviously the term ‘Christian 
name’ has a religious origin, but today it’s 
just an everyday word everybody uses. I’m 
not religious but would I be offended if

‘Disgrace’ of scam 
advice to Gurkhas 


A GURKHA charity has come under fire for allegedly charging for¬ 
mer Nepalese soldiers hundreds of pounds for unnecessary resettle¬ 
ment advice, writes Marijke Cox. 


Complaints lodged to police about the 
Gurkha Army’s Ex-Servicemen’s 
Organisation (GAESO) suggest the charity 
has been making money out of last year’s 
settlement rights victory 

Former Home Secretary Jacqui Smith 
announced in the House of Commons last 
May that all Gurkhas with at least four 
years’ service in the British Army will be 
allowed to live in Britain. 

It followed a high-profile campaign by 
actress Joanna Lumley, whose father was a 
Gurkha officer, and Shepway councillor 
Peter Carroll, who founded the Gurkha 
Justice Campaign in 2004. 

Shomcliffe Barracks in Folkestone is 
home to the 2nd Battalion The Royal 
Gurkha Rifles, while nearly half the sol¬ 
diers from the Maidstone-based 36 
Engineers Regiment are Queen’s Gurkha 
Engineers. 

Poverty 

But the victory has been hindered with 
problems, including former soldiers unable 
to pay the £400 visa fees, and now, allega¬ 
tions of GAESO taking £500 from Gurkhas 
desperate to move here from poverty- 
stricken Nepal.Kent Police confirmed dis¬ 
cussions were under way after a complaint 
made about the charity by a former 
Gurkha now living in the county. 

A force official said: “We have spoken 
with a member of the public regarding 
their concerns about GAESO. We are cur¬ 
rently still in the discussion stages.” 

GAESO was accused in Parliament last 
week of charging former Gurkha service¬ 


men £500 each for unnecessary resettle¬ 
ment advice before referring them to 
British solicitors under the Legal Aid 
scheme. KOS Media contacted GAESO, 
which is based in Nepal, and received no 
response, but national reports claim the 
president of the charity, Padam Gurung, 
denies allegations of malpractice. 

Defence minister Kevan Jones has 
launched an inquiry, stating there was 
already an MoD-run office in Nepal provid¬ 
ing resettlement advice for free. 

Dhan Gurung, a Folkestone town council¬ 
lor and the first ex-Gurkha soldier to take 
elected office in Britain, said it would be 
disgraceful if a charity was exploiting ex- 
servicemen. 

“It is absolutely wrong that Gurkhas are 
being charged for something that should be 
free,” he said. “Joanna Lumley, Peter 
Carroll and I fought hard for Gurkhas to 
have settlement rights and then disgrace¬ 
ful middlemen try to take what they can.” 

Cllr Gurung said he believed there was 
more than one organisation using the 
Gurkhas’ plight to make money. 

“The Government needs to give free 
advice and issue free visas so middlemen 
stop taking advantage,” he said. 

“These ex-soldiers can’t afford to pay this 
money. They are already having to sell off 
their land and stock to pay for visas. They 
can’t afford to pay for unnecessary advice 
as well. People taking money from the 
Gurkhas have to be stopped.” 

Nepal is one of the poorest countries in 
the world with the average wage less than 
£150 a year - about 35p a day. 


Why Tory gains 
could mean net 
loss for county 

INTERNET experts have warned that super-fast 
broadband may never reach parts of Kent if the 
Tories win power at the next general election. 

As detailed in their recently-published technol¬ 
ogy manifesto, the Conservatives propose to use 
private investment to fund the network of fibre- 
optic cables needed to provide homes with con¬ 
nection speeds of up to 100MB per second. 

However, diehard Tories living in rural Kent may 
be the last to receive the technology - if they ever 
do - due to the expense of installing the cables in 
sparsely-populated areas. 

Adam Jastrzebski, a reader in electronic engi¬ 
neering at the University of Kent, said such a 
scheme would be unlikely to succeed. 

He said: “What company would want to invest 
in something which isn’t going to pay back that 
investment? I live in Throwley, a village south of 
Faversham, which covers about five square miles 
and contains about 130 homes. But we don’t 
want to pay over-the-odds for our internet so it 
wouldn’t be cost-effective for firms to run cables 
to every house there. 

“Fibre-optic cables are useful when you have a 
large number of homes in densely-populated 
areas, but I think there are many rural areas in 
Kent that will never receive super-fast broadband 
by these means.” 

Mr Jastrzebski said a better way would be to 
link super-fast broadband to one building, such 
as a community hall, then route it wirelessly to the 
rest of the community. 

Shared 

The most common method of broadband sup¬ 
ply is ADSL (asymmetric digital subscriber line), 
which is currently split on a ratio of about 50 to 
one. This means that whatever service a person 
might subscribe to, they have to share it with 49 
others. And depending on how many of the 50 
are online at the same time, the speeds could end 
up being significantly slower. 

Mr Jastrzebski said: “Speeds need to be high¬ 
er because we share them with many other peo¬ 
ple. As we rely more on the internet it becomes 
even more important to have fast speeds. 

“It’s positive that both Labour and the 
Conservatives recognise the importance of 
broadband, but if you base your solutions solely 
on economics you will never get super-fast 
broadband in rural areas.” 

Kent County Council cabinet member for cor¬ 
porate support services, Cllr Roger Gough, 
admitted it would cost £1 billion to deliver fibre- 
optics to non-urban areas in Kent alone. 

He added: “The requirement for local strategies 
has always been recognised. The number of ‘not 
spots’ with no internet access has been reduced 
from 30,000 to 10,000 through investment. 

“This approach has been extended to address 
the more difficult challenge of the ever-increasing 
demand for broadband capacity. 

“We have proposed strategies to encourage 
private sector investment, identify methods for 
reducing costs and take every opportunity to 
make better use of infrastructure. 

“This includes, if possible, providing wireless 
access from public buildings and making sure 
any new development has it built in.”

cent rise in funding and the University of 
Greenwich, which has a campus in 
Medway, saw an increase of 2.2 per cent. 

A spokesman for Greenwich said the 
Medway campus had done particularly 
well. 

“The Government has confirmed fund¬ 
ing for an extra 250 places at Medway 
next year, and we are recruiting now in 
subjects such as nursing, science, informa¬ 
tion technology, business and engineering. 

“As well as more students, we’ll have 
more staff to teach them. Our stable finan¬ 
cial position means we are investing in 
more than 20 new academic posts, includ¬ 
ing seven for our campus at Medway.” 

These additions are despite the university 
over-recruiting by 233 places in 2009/10 and 
now facing a hefty fine of £3,700 per student. 

Kent University spokesman Gary 
Hughes said: “We have just received the 
formal funding letter and, while we will 
not know our capital budget until July, we 
can confirm a real terms cut of almost four 
per cent on a like-for-like basis - in line 
with what we expected. 

“However, we have been granted addi¬ 
tional funding to take further students at 
our Medway campus and this mitigates 
the impact on overall teaching funds.” 

Further education colleges, of which 
there are seven in Kent, received a fund¬ 
ing rise of 2.2 per cent. Total expenditure 
by the Government to universities was 
£6.5 billion, for teaching, research and 
innovation. Despite Kent’s universities 
faring better than others across the UK, 
industry insiders believe a sustainable 
funding structure needs to be put in place. 

Prof Steve Smith, president of 
Universities UK, an action group for high¬ 
er education institutions, said: “As we 
approach the budget, we want the 
Government to commit to providing 
10,000 fully-funded additional student 
places in 2010-11 - in part to make up for 
the approximately 6,000 fewer places for 
new entrants this year.”

HUNDREDS of French students 
are descending on the county’s 
universities to take advantage of 
the UK’s high academic reputa¬ 
tion and the ‘study now, pay later’ 
loan system. 

At the University of Kent more than 300 
French students are enrolled on undergrad¬ 
uate and postgraduate courses, with 175 of 
those on the politics course alone. Across the 
UK, the number of French students is more 
than 13,000, which could fill one university. 

Annual loans for tuition fees, approximate¬ 
ly £3,200, can be paid back after the course 
or when graduates earn £15,000 or above - 
this applies to people from across the EU. 

But with budget cuts and capped numbers 
announced this week, British students hop¬ 
ing to get a place at one of the universities 
are already competing against their counter¬ 
parts for limited places. 


A spokeswoman at the University of Kent 
said recent budgets will not affect the 
amount of international students accepted. 

She added that it is important to get a good 
mix of students to enhance the experience. 

“Diversity is a key aspect of the universi¬ 
ty’s international strategy,” she said. 

“It broadens horizons and equips students 
She said the university has always had 
international students, with 136 nationali¬ 
ties represented on campus. 

‘We’ve had good numbers of French stu¬ 
dents over many years, but numbers are 
increasing,” she said. “The student experi¬ 
ence in the UK is very different. There is a 
supportive learning environment, holistic 
approach, pastoral support and campus life. 

“There is also close contact with academic 
staff. This doesn’t happen in France as class¬ 
es are normally very large. 

“We are also the closest UK university to 
most of France and have excellent transport 
links so it is easy for students to get home.” 

Of the 305 currently studying at the 
University of Kent, 260 are undergraduates 
and 45 postgraduates, with the most popular 
subjects being politics, law and languages. 


Five-a-side death 
a tragic accident 

A KEEN footballer who died during a five-a- 
side match lost his life in a “desperately tragic 
accident”, a coroner has ruled. 

David Winslow was fatal¬ 
ly injured after hitting the 
back of his head against a 
wall at the Black Lion 
leisure centre on September 
22, last year, just two days 
before his 27th birthday. 

An inquest into his death 
was held at County Hall, 

Maidstone, on Thursday. 

The court heard how Mr 
Winslow was fatally injured 
while attempting an acrobatic shot on goal. 

Referee Michael Lane described how Mr 
Winslow ran down the side of the indoor sports 
hall before shaping for a shot and colliding 
with the wall. He said: “David hit the wall with 
an awful force”. 

A post-mortem examination showed he suf¬ 
fered a fractured skull and bruising to the 
brain. Mid-Kent and Medway coroner Roger 
Sykes recorded a verdict of accidental death. 

He said: “This was a desperately tragic acci¬ 
dent.”

Relief at lower jobless rate 


JOBLESS figures for Kent and Medway 
have increased by more than 5,000 in a year. 

Last month, a total of 37,744 people were 
claiming benefits throughout the county, 
compared with 32,694 in February 2010. 

The figure has also gone up 416 claimants 
from January this year, although Medway 
on its own experienced a reduction of 63 dur¬ 
ing the same period. Minister for the South 
East Jonathan Shaw - also the MP for 
Chatham and Aylesford - said the statistics 
were not as bad as first predicted. 

He said: “This is a worldwide recession and 
we anticipated there would be high levels of 
unemployment, but they’re not as high as we 
or media commentators predicted and that’s 
saving an awful lot of money. 

“There also hasn’t been the high level of 
repossessions predicted by the Council of 


Mortgage Lenders, meaning people are not 
being forced out in the same way as they 
were in Medway during the early 1990s 
recession.” 

Nationally the number of jobseekers has 
fallen by 32,300 to 1.59 million - or 7.8 per 
cent of the total working age population. 

In Kent the figure is 3.6 per cent and in 
Medway 4.8 per cent. 

Mr Shaw said: “The overall trend is down, 
but it’s a mixed picture across the country. 

“We’re not out of the woods yet and there’s 
still a lot of work left to do. In Kent we work 
closely with KCC, which is a big supporter of 
the Government’s Future Jobs Fund. 

‘We are aware of the need to put in extra 
investment but the Tories would cut the 
fund now. Is that going to aid our recovery? 
No - it will only make things worse.”

somebody asked me what my Christian 
name was?

“There are so many naming systems it 
would be impossible to expect police to use 
them all, so why not just stick to the most 
common one?” 

Other examples of political correctness in 
the police include Scotland Yard instructing 
officers to use the term “multi-perpetrator 
rape” because “gang rape” is too emotive.

He said: “It’s important we recognise and 
value fundamental human rights and pro¬ 
vide services that meet the changing and 
diverse needs of the county’s communities, 
visitors and workforce. 

“One of our core values is that we will treat 
everyone with fairness, respect and dignity. 

“As such, we need to ensure officers and 
staff have an understanding and awareness 
of some of the faiths and ethnicities found in 
Kent so they can engage more sensitively 
with, and have more confidence in, the vari¬ 
ous cultural and faith backgrounds. 

“In doing so it will help provide the most 
appropriate and professional services to 
those people.”

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Cheap clothes hel 
us stay in fashion

AS THE generation who 
had the world at their feet 
and years of affluence 
ahead of them, some say 
the 'baby boomers’ were 
the luckiest generation of 
all time. 

Bom in the years following the 
Second World War, when the 
birth rate hit an unprecedented 
high, ‘boomers’ were to benefit 
from prosperous childhoods, finan¬ 
cially secure upbringings and com¬ 
forts unknown to the generations 
before them. 

They were also to pioneer cultur¬ 
al change with their new ideas and 
rejection of traditional values. 

The social revolution of the 60s 
marked the start of new trends - 
including the miniskirt and Mod 
culture - which were to develop 
over future decades. 

In recent times, this is highlight¬ 
ed by females of the ‘baby boom’ 
era, avoiding frumpy age-related 
dress for more youthfiil styles. 

Instead of the pre-war traditions, 


the major influence of the ‘boomers’ 
has meant that today, middle-aged 
women are often seen shopping in 
stores more likely to be used by 
their daughters. 

But new research at the 
University of Kent has found the 
long-running myth that female 
‘boomers’ refuse to adopt frumpy 
dress in order to age differently to 
the generations before them, is in 
fact just that, a myth. 

Frequency 

Instead, Julia Twigg, professor of 
social policy and sociology at the 
university’s school of social policy, 
sociology and social research, found 
this widely held assumption to be 
slightly off course, with cheap cloth¬ 
ing the real driving force behind 
the change in fashions. 

She said: “The massive expansion 
of cheap fashion in the early 21st 
century has affected all age groups, 
drawing them in to more frequent 
shopping and faster fashion cycles, 
though not into spending a larger 
proportion of their income. 

“Clothes are 70 per cent cheaper 
than they were in the 60s.” 

Prof Twigg said while older women 
are shopping for clothes more often 
than their parents’ generation, 
shopping habits and fashion sense 


are an effect of the times - and 
attitudes of a generation. 

“In the search for new mar¬ 
kets, fashion has been extend¬ 
ed to children and older peo¬ 
ple,” said Prof Twigg. 

“As a result, women over 75 
are now shopping for clothes 
more frequently than those 
who were in their teens and 
20s in the 60s. 

“Therefore, although ‘boom¬ 
ers’ are indeed increasingly 
engaged with fashion in the 
21st century, it’s a myth that 
they are different. 

“It is just that they are 
responding to the mood of the 
times like everyone else.” 

The research was carried out by 
Prof Twigg and Dr Shinobu Maj- 
ima, associate professor in econom¬ 
ic history, using data from the 
Family Expenditure Survey, which 
shows household spending on 
goods and services alongside income. 

They examined the shopping 
habits of women for clothes 
between 1961 and 2006.

MP: Arrests are 
being prevented 
by bureaucracy 


ASHFORD MP Damian Green has said that 
Kent Police were put under pressure from 
the Home Office after he highlighted the 
problem of red tape and bureaucracy stop¬ 
ping them from making an arrest. 

Mr Green was accompanying police officers 
in Ashford town centre on a Saturday night 
when they encountered a drunken man in 
one of the high street pubs. 

He said: “He was swearing, very aggressive 
and looking for a fight. The police managed 
to calm him down and took him out of the 
pub and then sent him on his way” 

Mr Green said it was relatively early on in 
the police’s patrol time at about 11pm. 

He said: “I asked them why did you not 
arrest him and they explained if they did 
they would all have to go back to the station 
and that would take them out of the town 
centre for hours. Which would leave the town 
centre unprotected.” 

The MP said he had no criticism of the 
actual officers involved, adding: “In context 
what they did was perfectly sensible. I have 
no criticism at all of the officers. They were 
doing their job as they saw best and their 
judgement was fine. 

“What I do criticise is a system that means 
the paperwork is so onerous that frontline 
officers can’t do their job properly. 

‘We need to release them from this so they 
can do the job we want them to.” 

Mr Green’s comments were immediately 


countered by Kent Police Assistant Chief 
Constable Gary Beautridge, who said an 
arrest would only have 
taken an officer about 
30 minutes and they 
would be looking into 
what happened on the 
night in question. 

He said he wanted 
to reassure the public 
in Ashford that in 
any 24-hour period the 
police had a response 
team that included 
police constables and 
sergeants. 

Home Secretary Alan 
Johnson has also criti¬ 
cised Mr Green for 
making false claims, 
but Mr Green said pressure from Govern¬ 
ment did not help the situation. 

He said: “This is not a question of funding 
but the number of pressures put on police by 
politicians. The public want the police to 
make our streets safer and I think the Gov¬ 
ernment should get off their backs. 

“I know Kent Police were phoned by the 
Home Office after I gave an interview about 
this. I don’t think Home Office officials 
should be watching TV and then getting the 
police involved in politics, which is what they 
have done now.”

Best lyrics come straight 
from the heart, says singer 



FOR singer-songwriter Caroline 
Ty, writing from the heart is the 
way to produce a perfect lyric. 

With her electro-jazz tunes and bluesy 
vocals, Ty aims to combat the cliches found in 
much of today’s pop music. 

The 31-year-old from Tunbridge Wells 
believes that sincerity is a real breath of 
fresh air in the current market. 

“Lots of pop music at the moment is about 
trying to write to a specific formula, because 
they are tailored towards making money or 
having a hit,” she said. 

“If you are putting that aside and writing 
from the heart, something that is quite sin¬ 
cere and personal, you will naturally avoid 
cliches anyway It’s terrible when you hear a 
new song for the first time and you can guess 
what the next line will be. 

“There’s a hunger for something original, 
and that’s where unsigned bands are coming 
into their own at the moment.” 

Her next release, Love and Honey, is a four- 
song EP that showcases her dark lyrical 
themes and fantastic vocals. 

Defining her sound as electro-jazz/pop, she 
draws her influences from artists like Alison 
Moyet, Depeche Mode, New Order and 
Massive Attack. 

“My music has an electro flavour but vocal¬ 
ly it’s more of a bluesy sound, as I don’t have 
a pop voice like Kylie Minogue,” she said. 

“I didn’t want a cold, mechanical sound and 
I knew the sort of organic vocals I record. It’s 
not an obvious pop sound and it’s about 
blending those two elements together.” 

Alongside her career in retail, Ty spends a 
lot of time recording songs in her home stu¬ 
dio, which she revealed was easy to equip. 

“It’s just me, a computer, a keyboard and a 
microphone. Fortunately, the way music soft¬ 
ware is now, you have a lot of power in the 
computer,” she said. “You can record your 


own samples and use that equipment to get 
a good sound. You need to go to professionals 
for the final mixing and mastering, but I like 
to get feedback. 

“There is a tendency, when you’re working 
on your own, to be in a bit of a bubble. But 
when you take it to someone else, you can 
ask how it can be improved.” 


With a passionate interest in film-making 
and animation, Ty would like to write music 
for film projects as well as for other vocalists. 

The London-born artist takes her lyrical 
influences from songwriters like Leonard 
Cohen and Nick Cave, while the title of one 
of her new songs - Whistle and I’ll Come To 
You - was inspired by an MR James ghost 


story with a similar name, a phrase that 
stayed with her long after first reading it. 

“It’s a song about devotion, I guess. Not in 
a soft or pathetic way, but it’s basically saying 
‘I’ll be there if you need me’.”

FOREIGN lorry drivers will have 
to start paying to use Kent’s roads, 
if a committee of MPs gets its way. 

And transport groups have backed the con¬ 
troversial recommendation by the all-party 
body of MPs. 

According to the Commons public accounts 
committee, overseas freight traffic should be 
regulated more closely because they pay less 
for fuel, drive unsafe vehicles and frequently 
flout road safety laws. 

Such a proposal could be of great signifi¬ 
cance to Kent, which receives thousands of for¬ 
eign HGVs every year through the Channel 
Tunnel and Port of Dover. 

Any regular users of the M20 or M2 will be 
aware of the high number of overseas trucks 
passing through the county every day. 

Between October 1,2007, and September 30, 
2008, overseas vehicles contributed to 72 acci¬ 
dents and 113 injuries on the county’s roads. 

However, none of the 841 drivers caught by 
Kent’s speed cameras received fines, unlike 
the 41,585 British road-users snapped. 

Safety 

Jo Tanner, spokeswoman for the Tunbridge 
Wells-based Freight Transport Association, 
said the committee was right to be concerned 
about the poor safety record of foreign trucks. 

She added: “Tired drivers operating vehicles 
in poor mechanical condition are accidents 
waiting to happen. 

“Vosa (the Vehicle and Operator Services 
Agency) has done a good job in clamping down 
on non-compliant foreign lorries at the road¬ 
side, but because there is no meaningful mon¬ 
itoring of these vehicles, authorities have no 
idea who is on our roads or where they are 
travelling to or from. 

“Overseas operators effectively drive on the 
UK’s roads for free, as they contribute nothing 
to Treasury coffers while the British taxpayer

picks up the tab for the damage they cause.” 

Last year police were given new powers to 
issue on-the-spot fines to foreign motorists and 
add points to their licences. 

However, the public accounts committee 
says such drivers still contribute to 10 per cent 
of all lorry accidents, despite only three per 
cent of all lorry drivers on the UK’s roads 
being foreign. 

An AA spokesman said: “UK drivers often 
feel intimidated by large foreign trucks be¬ 
cause they know their car may be concealed 
to the foreign lorry driver due to them being 
seated in the ‘wrong side’ of the cab. 

“This can be particularly worrying when 
overtaking them on motorways. 

“Although bound by the same driving 
hours rules, there is a sense some foreign 
lorry drivers may be more tired and perhaps 
unfamiliar with UK driving practices.” 

According to the committee’s report, for¬ 
eign HGV drivers also “contribute little” in 
the way of revenue, which campaigners say 
is largely due to them filling up on cheaper 
fuel outside the UK. 

Richard Ashworth, Conservative MEP for 
Kent, said he had long campaigned for for¬ 
eign lorry drivers to have to pay to use 
British roads. 

He added: “Lorries run by Continental 
owners are able to fill up with fuel in 
Luxembourg - where diesel is significantly 
cheaper - before delivering or collecting 
cargo in the UK. This puts them at a mas¬ 
sive competitive advantage to UK hauliers, 
who do not deliver on the mainland. 


“Other EU countries have a method of 
charging foreign lorries - such as road tolls or, 
in the case of non-EU Switzerland, a heavy 
vehicle fee - while foreign HGVs are not 
required to pay a penny toward the mainte¬ 
nance of UK roads.” 

Transport minister Paul Clark, who is MP 
for Gillingham and Rainham, said the Govern¬ 
ment would not be able to charge foreign lorry 
drivers without doing the same for British ones. 

He added: “When you look at the various lev¬ 


els of taxation and expenditure in different 
countries and the different costs involved, 
there’s not a great deal of difference. 

“The foreign lorry drivers are contributing to 
the economy because the goods they are carry¬ 
ing are going to companies that need them. 

“What’s important is that we have a robust 
system in terms of safety, which is why we’ve 
given Vosa an additional £24 million to employ 
more inspectors to do greater checking of vehi¬ 
cles not complying with safety standards.”

She admitted that their story is remarkably 
similar to that of James Cameron’s record- 
breaking science fiction film about an alien 
race that fights against a mining company’s 
plans to drill into their sacred tree. 

Miss Duffield said: “Avatar has been very 
timely because I think it’s opened people’s eyes 
as to the reality of what’s going on around the 
world with tribal communities having their 
land stolen for commercial gain. 

“The Dongria have been fighting against 
this company for years and a lot of Indian 
people have been tiying to help them because 
the effects of the mountain being mined 
would be devastating to the tribe’s identity. 

Barriers 

“The company in question had never 
bothered to even talk to them about it or 
given them any idea of the implications. 
But there was something we could do, and 
that was to tell the world.” 

Miss Duffield attended Upton Junior 
School and Dane Court Grammar School in 
Broadstairs before going on to study inter¬ 
national relations and social anthropology 
at Scotland’s University of St Andrews. 

Since joining Survival International in 
2007, she has visited the Dongria communi¬ 
ty three times. 

She said: “I’ve spent time in the villages 
asking the men, women and children what 
the hills mean to them and what they stand 
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HELPER: Miss Duffield is trying to save tribe 

to lose, and the clear message I’ve received is 
that they don’t want the mine. 

“They feel very strongly about it and have 
been protesting and resisting the operation for 
years. They’ve dug ditches, formed human bar¬ 
riers and done everything they can to create 
awareness.” 

This week a report by a team of experts from 
the Indian government concluded that the 
possible destruction of the Dongria Kondh as a 
tribal group was “too serious a consequence to 
ignore”. It also advised the government to not 
allow any further diversion of forest land until 
their rights have been properly recognised. 

Miss Duffield said: “There’s definitely a 
sense of improvement. The company has most 
of the legal clearance it needs to start mining, 
but the Indian minister who makes the final 
decision has said it won’t be allowed to until 
the rights of the tribe have been properly 
assessed. Changes are happening and part of 
that is down to international pressure.”

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Awards night recognises 
county’s grand designs

A RESTORED mausoleum, a house 
built from a railway carriage and a 
town giving cars and pedestrians 
shared space were some of the win¬ 
ners at the Kent Design Awards. 

The prestigious ceremony, organised by Kent 
County Council, saw architects behind some of 
the county’s most iconic buildings recognised for 
their work. 

Of the winners, the Damley Mausoleum, in 
Cobham Wood, near Gravesend, received the 
first-ever project of the year award in memory of 
former leader of KCC Lord Sandy Bruce- 
Lockhart, who died in August, 2008. 

His widow Tess presented the award in her 
late husband’s memory for the project’s building 
conservation and craftsmanship. 

A spokeswoman from Gravesham Borough 
Council, one of the partners in the restoration 
programme, said: “This is another exceptional 
achievement that both residents, and everybody 
who worked on the project, can be proud of. 

“The Damley Mausoleum is a wonderful part 
of Gravesham’s heritage and we are delighted to 
see that people outside the borough and the 
project also appreciate the restoration of the 
building.” 

Canterbury architects Purcell Miller Tritton 
and PAYE Stonework and Restoration of 
London were applauded for their “labour of 
love” which brought the 18th century listed 
building back to life after years of vandalism, 
and a major fire in 1980. 

Judges also paid tribute to the Cobham 
Ashenbank Management Scheme which helped 
in the huge task of restoring the mausoleum 
and associated buildings, taking 12 years to 
complete. 

Usability 

Another architect praised for its work was 
Allison Brookes Associates for the 
Quarterhouse in Folkestone’s old town, the 
heart of the new Creative Quarter. 

The 220-seat multi-purpose auditorium and 
cultural centre, funded by a £3.5 million grant 
from County Hall and £500,000 from the South 
East England Development Agency (Seeda), 
was selected as the winner of the public build¬ 
ings category. 

KCC’s innovative Ashford shared space 
scheme, which sees pedestrians and cars shar¬ 
ing the roads, picked up the town and village 
renaissance award. 

And an unusual beach house, located near 
Dungeness power station and made from a 19th 
century railway carriage, was named the resi¬ 
dential minor development winner. 

Judge Mathew Woodhead, direc¬ 
tor of urban design at DHA 
Planning in Maidstone, said the 
standard of buildings in and around 
Kent is exceptionally high. 

“These awards are a perfect way 
to celebrate design and the work 
that goes into these iconic buildings 
and schemes,” he said. 

Mr Woodhead said although there 
were different categories with 
unique designs, there were four 
things judges were looking for. 

“These were how the building 
interacts with the surrounding 
area; usability and who it was 
designed for; quality of the architec¬ 
ture; and whether key urban design 
principles were followed,” he said.

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Extra police funds 

THE Home Office has given Kent Police an 
additional £100,000 to help reduce serious youth 
violence as part of the existing programme of 
community safety partnership events. 

Kent Police has been participating in the 
Home Office’s Tackling Knives Action 
Programme since April, 2009, with a range of 
enforcement, intervention and prevention 
activities including school workshops. 

Serious violence in Kent has reduced by 7.5 
per cent during April to September, 2009, com¬ 
pared to the same period in 2008.

Close season starts 

ANGLERS have been warned that the close 
season began this week banning fishing in all 
rivers, streams and drains in Kent to protect 
stocks during their breeding season. 

The season lasts until June 15, and anglers 
will have to hold a new fishing licence by the 
start of the season, or face hefty fines. 

A rod licence from the Environment Agency 
costs between £3.75 for one day’s coarse fish¬ 
ing to £72 for a year’s salmon fishing. 


COUNTY Hall’s new boss has been 
warned to steer clear of the man¬ 
agement tactics that caused her 
former employer to be “ridiculed” 
by the press, writes Steve Knight. 

Last week Kent County Council announced 
that Katherine Kerswell - formerly of 
Northamptonshire County Council - had been 
chosen to replace the authority’s current chief 
executive Peter Gilroy, who steps down in May. 

Cabinet members who interviewed her for 
the post said they were impressed with her 
breadth of vision and energy, but according to 
at least one politician that energy can some¬ 
times be used in the wrong way. 

Referring to a confusing motivational speech 
in which Mrs Kerswell advised staff to “taste 
the strawberry” as a metaphor 
for customer service, Northants 
Labour group leader Cllr John 
McGhee said she made the coun¬ 
cil a laughing stock. 

A video of the speech in 
January, 2008, attracted more 
than 4,000 hits on YouTube and 
was used as the basis for a series 
of comical television and newspa¬ 
per reports. 

But rather than hide behind 
her comments, Mrs Kerswell cap¬ 
italised on the publicity and 
launched the council information 
website www.tastethestrawber- 
ry.com. 

Cllr McGhee said: “In my opin¬ 
ion she’s had some good ideas 
and some not so good ideas. 

“She was brought in at a very 
difficult economic time when peo¬ 
ple were being laid off, but she 
kept the authority performing 
well. However - and I’ve said this 
to her - ideas like ‘taste the straw- 
berry’ were just ridiculous when 
she should have been concentrat¬ 
ing on more serious issues. 

“The speech she made was sup-

posed to build confidence in her 
staff, but personally I think we 
became a laughing stock. 

“Everybody just used it as a 
joke and ridiculed it. My view is 
that I hope she steers clear of 


doing something similar in Kent, 
because I’m sure they won’t want 
to be ridiculed either.” 

Despite his criticism of the slo¬ 
gan, Cllr McGhee said he 
thought Mrs Kerswell had been a 
“reasonable” chief executive and 
that she would be successful in 
her new role. 

That sentiment is shared by both 
the leader of the Conservative- 
led authority Cllr Jim Harker, and 
the opposition Lib Dem group 
leader Cllr Brendan Glynane. 

Cllr Glynane said: “The chief 
executive before her didn’t get on 
with the leader of the council and 
there was a breakdown in com¬ 
munications, but in two-and-a- 
half years she has started to put 
the plans in place to actually 
change the council for the better. 

“She’s certainly very open and 
you can always go and talk to her, 
so I think Kent has made a wise 
choice in appointing her and I 
would say that’s a view shared by 
most councillors.” 


At KCC she will be known 
under the new title of group man¬ 
aging director, and will remain on 
her current salary of £197,000. 

Leader Cllr Paul Carter said: 
“We were all enormously 
impressed by Katherine’s breadth 
of vision and energy, and her 
absolute commitment to placing 
Kent citizens at the heart of the 
services we deliver.” 

The group’s recommendation 
will go for confirmation to the full 
council at its next meeting on 
April 1. 

Should all go according to plan, 
Mrs Kerswell will start in Kent 
at the beginning of July. 

• OUTGOING KCC chief execu¬ 
tive Peter Gilroy has received an 
award for outstanding contribu¬ 
tion to local government. 

Mr Gilroy, who worked in social 
care for 28 years before landing 
Kent’s top job, was handed the 
accolade at a ceremony hosted by 
Improvement and Efficiency 
South East.

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Officer in court for 
young mum’s death 

A POLICE officer charged with killing a young 
mother by driving his unmarked car danger¬ 
ously has appeared at a court. 

PC Nigel Brown, 46, a member of the 
Metropolitan Police’s specialist crime 
directorate, is accused of causing the death of 
mother-of-three Felicity Austin, 29, in a head- 
on collision on the A21, near Tunbridge Wells, 
on May 5 last year. 

Miss Austin, a nursery worker who lived in 
Hadlow, near Tonbridge, died from injuries suf¬ 
fered when her car involved in a crash with a 
vehicle being driven by PC Brown on Pembury 
Road, north of the Longfield Road roundabout. 

PC Brown appeared at West Kent 
Magistrates Court in London Road, 
Sevenoaks, on Tuesday morning for a 45- 
minute hearing. 

The officer stood in the back row of the court 
and not in the dock. He did not speak during 
the hearing and did not enter a plea. 

The case against him was sent to Maidstone 
Crown Court. The officer was released on 
unconditional bail to appear at the crown 
court on March 29 for a preliminary hearing. 

Outside the court Vijay Mehan, of Fentons 
Solicitors, issued a statement on behalf of 
Simon Huggins, 35, of Hadlow, who was 
engaged to Miss Austin. 

Mr Mehan said: “Simon is pleased that this 
case has finally come to court and also wishes 
to thank the residents of Hadlow, who have 
provided both support and some comfort to his 
family at this tragic time.”

King of Pop’s 
furniture goes 
up for auction 

Fans given chance to own items 

Jacko bought for Kent mansion 



MICHAEL Jackson fans wanting to 
live like the King of Pop can snap up 
the furniture that was going to deco¬ 
rate the rented Kent mansion where 
he was to stay during his marathon 
run of concerts, writes Chris Murphy. 

He was due to move in to the 28-bedroom 
Foxbury Manor, Chislehurst, while he per¬ 
formed a record-breaking 50 shows at the 02 in 
Greenwich. 

But following his untimely death on June 26, 
2009, aged 50, the shows never happened and a 
warehouse was stacked full of his furniture. 

Now an auction is being staged over 
three days in Las Vegas where the furniture and 
other property is expected to raise around 
$1 million. 

Included in the 22 lots of furniture is a 
nine-seat sofa worth about £100,000 
which should have been shipped to the 
manor for the duration of the This Is It 
shows. It has red velvet button-tufted 
upholstery and details in 24-carat gold. 

A writing desk with ivory details 
worth £80,000, and a £40,000 armchair 
tufted with red velvet and gold embroi¬ 
dery, are also up for grabs. 

They are being sold in June by Julian’s 
Auction at the Planet Hollywood Resort 
and Casino in Nevada. 

The auction house has organised an 
exhibition recreating Jackson’s Kent 
home, at Newbridge Silverware’s 
Museum of Style Icons in Ireland from 
March 16-May 30. 

Haunted 

Among the other 200 lots is Jackson’s 
red Beat It jacket, sunglasses which the 
pop icon worn on stage, a military jacket 
that he wore when he married Debbie 
Rowe, his gloves, a beaded shirt, and a 
handwritten and signed Bad lyrics. 

The museum said: “This is the first- 
ever public viewing of the magnificent 
furniture that Michael personally com¬ 
missioned for his Kent home. 

“Each piece of furniture includes a 
nameplate from the factory stating 
‘Made Exclusively for Michael Jackson’.” 

Jackson was reported to have splashed 
out £lm to rent Foxbury which is near 
the haunted Chislehurst Caves. 

The £15m Grade-II listed manor has an 
underground cinema, a vast lake in its 
eight-acre estate and is believed to be 
owned by a wealthy family from Turkey 
attracted by the 28,000 sq ft of floor space. 

It was built in 1875, and designed by 
David Brandon, Queen Victoria’s 
favourite architect and was used as a 
retreat for bishops, and missionaries’ 
wives and children during the 1940s. 

The auction event is titled Music Icons 
and includes items related to other stars 
such a lock of Elvis Presley’s hair, a Fender 
guitar played by Jimi Hendrix in the 
1950s, and Britney Spears’ stage costumes.

£4m unclaimed by sufferers

THE county’s 1,000 ‘most 
wanted’ offenders are being 
targeted by an initiative to 
slash crime figures. 

Senior crime chiefs are in despair 
because those figures are being 
skewed by a relatively small group of 
persistent offenders. 

Now the authorities have set up six 
Integrated Offender Management 
units (IOM), covering the county. 

Staff at the units will manage the 
most problematic offenders responsi¬ 
ble for crimes like burglaries and 
anti-social behaviour. 

The units will be run by Kent 
Police, Kent Probation, Kent Youth 
Offending Service and Medway 
Youth Offending Team. 

Rehabilitation 

Offenders who continually commit 
crime will be dealt with by the police, 
while those who stay on the straight 
and narrow will get support such as 
help in finding education, employ¬ 
ment or training and help with drug 
or alcohol problems. 

The idea is to break the constant 
circle of crime, punishment, crime. 

IOM project manager Claire 
Gatward said: “We are truly working 
in partnership. We are pooling our 
resources and using them to maxi¬ 
mum effect. 

“Our aim is to reduce reoffending 
and we will work with offenders in a 
very targeted way to help them turn 
their lives around. 

“However, they are all warned in no 
uncertain terms that if they do re¬ 
offend we will bring them to justice.” 

The group says prison is not always 
the right answer, especially for less 


serious offenders, and tough commu¬ 
nity sentence can be more effective in 
rehabilitating offenders by turning 
them away from crime. 

Statistics show the rate of reoffend¬ 
ing after community sentences 
falling from 38.1 per cent to 36.1 per 
cent between 2000 and 2007. 

Last week KCC chief executive 
Peter Gilroy told KOS Media that 
high numbers of reoffending former 
prisoners were having an “adversely 
large impact” on the county. 

He said many ex-cons were 
“dumped” in poorer areas of the coun¬ 
ty, where they went on to reoffend. 

Angela Slaven, director of youth 
offending services and substance 
misuse at Kent County Council and 
a member of the Kent Criminal 
Justice Board, said: “This initiative 
reflects the seriousness with which 
youth crime is taken in the county 
and its success should contribute to 


the public feeling more confident in 
the youth justice system.” 

And Deputy Chief Constable of 
Kent Adrian Leppard, who chairs the 
Kent Criminal Justice Board, added: 
“This is exactly the kind of multi¬ 
agency initiative the KCJB was set 
up to encourage. I am delighted that 
it is now up and running throughout 
Kent and Medway.” 

Embrace 

Alan Dowie, director of offender 
management at Kent Probation said: 
“We need to recognise that crime can¬ 
not be solved by criminal justice 
agencies alone; real lasting solutions 
need to embrace capture and punish¬ 
ment for crimes that have already 
been committed as well as actions to 
ensure that offenders turn away 
from future crime.”

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You’ve got nothing to fear 
from dementia sufferers

A CAMPAIGN challenging public 
perceptions of dementia has been 
launched after figures revealed one 
in three people are uncomfortable 
around sufferers. 

The new NHS Living Well drive employs 
people with dementia to educate the public 
with the message: “I have dementia - I also 
have a life”. 

And to support the campaign, adult social 
service officials in Kent are calling for people 
who are worried they have the condition to 
come forward, get diagnosed and use the coun¬ 
ty’s support network. 

Emma Hanson, joint commissioning man¬ 
ager for dementia services for NHS West 
Kent and Kent Adult Social Services, said 


the stigma of dementia needs to change. 

“People are scared of dementia and don’t 
always want to face up to it, which means 
diagnosis often comes too late,” she said. 

“If people speak to their doctor and explain 
what is happening they can then get the sup¬ 
port they need and avoid crisis in the future. 

“Families and friends also need to realise 
that dementia is nothing to be scared of and 
they can learn how best to cope with it.” 

Experts at County Hall have teamed up 
with the NHS to offer a support network. 

For those in the early stages of dementia, the 
Peer Support initiative is in place in West 
Mailing, Maidstone, Ashford, Folkestone and 
Romney Marsh for sufferers and their carers. 

A dementia cafe is also being set up and 
expected to be rolled out at a later date in the 
county, offering an informal meeting place for 
people at all stages of the condition. 

Ms Hanson said: “Dementia affects people at 
later stages in life, usually from 65 upwards. 

“But with the population living longer it

means more people will be affected. 

“It’s a very complex condition. It’s not like 
other ailments where people are sick but they 
are still the same person. 


A NEW website aims to 
help people “improve their 
mental wellbeing”. 

The site, www.liveitwell.org.uk, 
has a range of practical tips for 
boosting happiness. 

They include the mental health 
equivalent of five a day, plus Dr 
Tim’s 23 tips for becoming happier. 


It has information about local 
activities, advice on becoming more 
active and tips on eating healthily. 

The website also sets out the 
vision for future mental health serv¬ 
ices in Kent and Medway. 

Lauretta Kavanagh, director of 
mental health commissioning for 
Kent and Medway, said: “Exercise, 


healthy eating and joining in with 
activities all help to keep us happy 
and well. This site brings together 
all of these things with local infor¬ 
mation to help support people’s 
emotional wellbeing. 

“It is a really outstanding website 
and I hope people will use it and 
contribute their own ideas, activi¬ 


ties, stories and blogs to make it 
even better.” 

The site, which is hosted by 
Sevenoaks MIND, was put togeth¬ 
er with ideas from a range of peo¬ 
ple across Kent and Medway. It is 
funded by Kent County Council’s 
commissioning and contracting 
team for mental health. 



“With dementia people change which is hard 
for those around them, but through support 
people will see it’s not all doom and gloom.” 

One-in-three people over the age of 65 will 
develop dementia, with experts pushing for 
vital help to allow others to understand the 
condition. 

Care services minister Phil Hope said people 
often fear the disease, causing them to avoid 
those who suffer from it. 

“This makes them feel isolated and stigma¬ 
tised,” he said. 

“We want to start to break down this stigma 
and show the simple things you can do to help 
people live well with dementia. 

Diagnosed 

“We want to show that with the right sup¬ 
port, people can live well with the condition 
and continue to do the things they enjoy for a 
number of years following diagnosis.” 

Ruth Sutherland, acting chief of the 
Alzheimer’s Society, said when people with 
dementia admit when they are diagnosed, oth¬ 
ers begin to act differently with them. 

“This has a huge impact on their lives, but 
we know that with the right support people 
can continue to enjoy a good quality of life,” 
she said. 

“One in three people over 65 will develop 
dementia so it’s vital we all understand how bet¬ 
ter to support those living with the condition.”

Paved with good intentions 



A KENT-made film taking a savage look at 
how putting young children into care can go 
tragically wrong has won two major awards. 

Hell’s Pavement is the harrowing story of 
little Aimee, starting when she is 11. 

The plot follows five years of her life, and 
her downward spiral is shown so graphical¬ 
ly that judges at the recent Beloit Inter¬ 
national Film Festival in the US gave it 
three awards; the Josh Burton Special Merit 
Award, the Ken Hendricks People’s Award; 
and an Emerging Filmmakers Award, beating 
more than 140 other films from 22 countries. 

It had already been warmly greeted at the 
Glasgow Film Festival and the World Foster¬ 
ing Conference in Dublin last year and has 


also been shown in Canterbury and will be 
on more UK screens this year. 

The film is based entirely on the Kent pro¬ 
duction team’s personal experiences of 
working with the public, private and volun¬ 
tary care sectors. It was written and pro¬ 
duced by entrepreneur Keith Gorman. 

Mr Gorman, from Sittingboume, said: “My 
mother was a foster parent and I ran a fos¬ 
tering company myself until I sold up and 
used the profit to make Hell’s Pavement. 

“I was at a conference recently talking 
about the film, and a social worker said I 
was damaging their industry. But then a 
young man stood up. He said he had been 
through the care process and pointed out 


that children die, but social workers don’t. 

“That sort of ended that debate.” 

The film stars Pauline McLynn, of Shame¬ 
less, plus Connor Byrne from London’s 
Burning. Aimee was played by 11-year-old 
Keeki Bennetts, now 19. 

Aimee is removed from the care of her 
mother by well-meaning professionals. 

Following her first encounter with the 
social care system through a range of foster 
placements, it ends in a haunting climax 
and explores how so many good intentions 
can end up causing irreparable damage. 

Mr Gorman said: “It is a true story of 
tragedy, but it really shouldn’t be.”

Eastern and Coastal Kent 
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Air ambulance 
hunt for heroes 
of fundraising

TWENTY years ago Kent’s emer¬ 
gency services changed forever 
with the introduction of a dedicat¬ 
ed air ambulance crew. 

Within just a week of its launch, eight peo¬ 
ple - two of whom would have almost cer¬ 
tainly died - were saved by the service. 

And since its introduction in 1990, this fig¬ 
ure has soared, with hundreds now safe and 
well thanks to the committed crew. 

But officials at the Kent Air Ambulance 
Trust have admitted the real heroes are 
those who spend their time raising vital cash 
to fund the £1.7 million needed annually to 
keep the service running. 

And to show their appreciation, a special 
awards ceremony, sponsored by KOS Media, 
is being held to mark the 20th anniversary 
and thank the fundraisers. 

John Tickner, chief executive of Kent Air 
Ambulance, said the awards - the first of 
their kind - acknowledge the huge support 
the charity has in the county 

He said. “This year marks a special 
anniversary in the life of the air ambulance, 
but this has only been made possible by the 
generosity of the people in Kent.” 



Since 1991, almost every penny of the £1.7m 
needed per year has come from public dona¬ 
tions, with funds paying for doctors, fuel, 
training, equipment and medication. Officials 
are hoping to raise even more money so the 
service can also run through the night. 

And in 1998, when a crash took the lives of 
pilot Graham Budden and paramedics Mark 
Darby and Tony Richardson, donations flood¬ 
ed in for a new helicopter bearing the initials 
of the casualties. 

Lynn Hyder, county fundraiser at the air 
ambulance, said the charity is now inviting 
nominations from the public saying who they 
think should be commended for their fund¬ 
raising efforts. 

Ms Hyder said: “All these inspiring people 
have helped save lives through their gen¬ 
erosity and we think these awards are a fit¬ 
ting tribute to show our thanks.” 

The black tie ceremony is being held at the 
Leas Cliff Hall in Folkestone on May 8.

“lost the confidence” of the electorate. 

Speaking to KOS Media to promote his new 
autobiography Fighting Bull, the arch 
Eurosceptic said he wanted to tell the true 
story of the UK Independence Party before 
somebody else beat him to it with a different 
version of events. 

He added: “I felt that the political story of 
helping to form the party, of being its first-ever 
candidate and of being involved in its first 
election was one that needed to be told. 

“But at the same time I began to feel that 
people were beginning to think of me as a 
proper politician now, and I wanted to dispel 
that myth. 

“I don’t want anybody to think that I har¬ 
boured this dream to be in politics from the 
age of 16 because that was never my plan. I 
wanted to do other things. 

“I got into this myself because I had a 
loathing for what I then saw as the emerging 
career political class. 

“All the main parties have now virtually 
merged into one and share the same views, 
and if people like me weren’t standing up and 
saying these things then nobody else would.” 

Mr Farage has been a member of the 
European Parliament since 1999, but has 
failed to be elected to the Commons on five 
separate occasions since Ukip was founded 17 
years ago. 

However, that did not put him off resigning 
as party leader to stand against Mr Bercow in

his Buckingham constituency, despite a 
Parliamentary convention that the Speaker 
should not be challenged for re-election. 

Mr Farage said: “I think this Speaker is the 
figurehead of a political system in which most 
of us have lost total confidence, and by stand¬ 
ing against him I’m giving voters the ideal 
opportunity to stick two fingers up to the 
entire political class and tell them that they no 
longer trust or believe them. 

Charisma 

“I don’t go out of my way to be offensive to 
people, but I do speak my mind and I expect 
the same back at me. 

“I was recently accused of being rude to the 
European President Herman Van Rompuy [by 
saying he has the charisma of a damp rag], but 
that’s nothing compared to what I’ve had 
thrown at me over the last few years. 

“You’ve got to be a big boy in politics and I think 


that by lying and cheating the way they have, 
a lot of these people deserve to be criticised.” 

Bom on April 3,1964, Mr Farage grew up in 
the village of Downe, in Bromley, where he still 
resides to this day. 

He was educated at nearby Dulwich College 
in south-east London and later ran his own 
brokerage firm, which he gave up in 2002, to 
focus on his political career. 

The former Tory supporter says he lost all 
hope in the party in October, 1990, when the 
Thatcher-run regime entered Britain into the 
European Exchange Rate Mechanism - 
designed to achieve monetary stability across 
the Continent in preparation for the single 
currency. 

Mr Farage said: “I thought it was a disas¬ 
trous idea, but all the main parties supported 
it, which made me lose confidence in the lot of 
them so I decided to get into it myself. 

“The more I’ve seen and heard during my

time in politics, the more I’ve worried that we 
are losing the democracy that people fought so 
hard to protect. And so far every fear I’ve had 
has come true. 

“Here I am approaching my 46th birthday 
and not once have I been asked if I want to live 
in the United States of Europe.”

Mr Farage said his book - which also details 
his battle with testicular cancer and his run- 
ins with such political figures as Tony Blair, 
Nicolas Sarkozy and Robert Kilroy-Silk - will 
give voters a unique insight into how European 
politics works. 

He added: “The British media never covers 
much of what actually goes on there, like how 
totally intolerant they are to anybody who 
dares to disagree with their point of view.”

Time is galloping away 

Horse refuae iust weeks from eviction

ACTRESS Jenny Seagrove 
has become the latest 
celebrity to make a special 
plea to stop the slaughter of 
50 sick and abused horses, 
writes Marijke Cox. 

The Judge John Deed star made 
the emotional appeal at an awards 
ceremony at the House of Lords, 
where owner of The Horse Refuge 
Sara Ross was commended for her 
work with neglected animals. 

Mrs Ross and her husband have 
until next month to raise £600,000 
to buy their rented farm, or the 


horses they care for could be shot. 

X Factor’s Simon Cowell, TV 
scriptwriter Carla Lane and Heather 
McCartney, the eldest daughter of 
Beatle Paul and his late wife Linda, 
have already given their support. 

But the pressure is on, with just 
weeks before the eviction deadline. 

“We’re still hoping for a miracle,” 
said Mrs Ross. “I’m trying to stay 
optimistic, but if these horses are 
slaughtered it will be the end of the 
world for us. It’s ironic that we’ve 


been given an award for our work 
and yet we may have to close.” 

Mrs Ross said people have been 
very generous. So far The Horse 
Refuge has raised £215,000, but 
£385,000 is still needed to save the 
horses and 30 other animals. 

The Wetnose Animal Aid Inter¬ 
national Awards at the House of 
Lords saw British actress Seagrove 
presenting Mrs Ross with an award 
and pleading to the audience for help. 

The Horse Refuge, at Dobells 


Farm in Wittersham, near Tenter- 
den, is home to Duke, the tallest 
horse in Europe. But the future is 
uncertain for the famous 6ft 7in 
giant, due to problems with his leg. 

Mrs Ross said: “It’s not just him; 
many of these animals are too sick 
or traumatised to travel. A lot will 
lose their lives if we don’t find this 
money, but we can’t even think 
about that - it’s too upsetting.”

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Kent’s tourism industry is set for another bumper summer as holidaymakers again 


County proves attractive

WITH its unique blend of rural, 
urban and coastal landscapes, Kent 
is better placed than most areas to 
benefit from the current trend of 
‘staycations’. 

Increasing numbers of holidaymakers are 
shunning foreign package deals in favour of 
the attractions available on their doorstep, 
and Kent’s tourism industry is reaping the 
benefits as a result. 

This week has been British Tourism Week, 
and Visit Kent chief executive Sandra 
Matthews-Marsh told KOS Media the county 
was preparing for another bumper summer. 

She said: “Our research shows that last year 
visitor numbers were up by 15-20 per cent on 
average, and that’s largely due to staycationers. 

“Obviously, being so close to the Continent 
we benefited from the vary favourable euro 
exchange rate for the inland market, which 
put some people off going abroad and also 
attracted foreign holidaymakers in.

Micro-climate 

“Demand for our current Big Day Out offer 
was so high last week that it crashed our 
website twice, and I think that really does 
indicate that people are becoming more aware 
of what there is to see and do in Kent.” 

According to Tourism South East, the UK 
tourism industry is worth £114 billion and 
accounts for 8.2 per cent of the country’s gross 
domestic product. 

More than 50,000 people are employed by 
the sector in Kent, which is worth £2.5bn to 
the local economy. 

Supported by Kent County Council, Medway 
Council and the various district and borough 
councils, Visit Kent is responsible for targeting 


the UK and overseas leisure markets and pro¬ 
moting the county as an attractive destination 
for holidays and events. 

Mrs Matthews-Marsh said: ‘We have a lot in 
Kent to be proud of; great coastal areas, a 
fantastic countryside, heritage buildings and 
historic environments. 

We’re also very close to the Continent, 
which means we are very easy to get to. 

“That all adds up to a recipe for a great 
destination, not to mention our little micro-cli¬ 
mate which is also very attractive to tourists. 


“There’s more to look forward to on the 
cultural side of things too, such as the Turner 
Contemporary art gallery in Margate and the 
new Marlowe Theatre in Canterbury.” 

Forefront 

Last month Visit Kent was named 
Destination Marketing Organisation of the 
Year by members of the travel trade at the 
2010 UKinbound convention, having generat¬ 
ed more than £10 million for Kent’s economy 
in 2009. 


Not one to rest on its laurels, this week the 
group accompanied trade firms from Belgium, 
Hong Kong and Taiwan on familiarisation 
visits around the county to improve their prod¬ 
uct knowledge and encourage further tour 
packages into Kent. 

But Mrs Matthews-Marsh said the attrac¬ 
tions themselves also have to continue to 
improve to further help the industry. 

She said: “Quality is always at the forefront 
and we are busy helping businesses with a 
whole series of promotions and marketing

A GROUP of multiple sclerosis patients 
will tackle a 170-mile trek on their mobility 
scooters to raise cash for the Kent MS Therapy 
Centre. 

The Canterbury-based Red Wheelies are 
Britain’s only mobility scooter display team 
and plan to trundle between the two cathedral 
cities of Winchester and Canterbury, following 
the route of the North Downs Way. 

Last year the all-female group successfully 
travelled the length of Hadrian’s Wall in 
Scotland, raising more than £12,000 for the 
MS Therapy Centre, which also offers nurse 
clinics, counselling and advice for patients and 


their carers. This year’s challenge will take 
place between May 8-22. 

Team leader Jackie Weeden - nicknamed 
Wheelie One - said: “Just because we all have 
MS and our legs don’t work properly, it doesn’t 
mean we can’t do things or we don’t want to 
do things. 

Isolating 

“One of the big things for us is having fun, 
and that’s just what the girls do. We’re forever 
laughing, and that’s important because MS 
can be quite an isolating condition. 

“Suffering from it presents us with a lot of 


barriers, but we’re all about driving into those 
barriers and knocking them down.” 

The Red Wheelies formed several years ago 
when Mrs Weeden and other users of the MS 
Therapy Centre were told they would not be 
allowed to race their scooters at the London 
Marathon. 

Owners of an athletics track in Dartford 
stepped in to help and after several race meet¬ 
ings the women decided to create a formation 
team that would perform at various fun days 
and charity events.

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Chance encounter in 
Dover sent Niven on 
the road to Hollywood 


HOLLYWOOD legend David 
Niven and the Kentish links that 
helped him on the road to super¬ 
stardom are re-examined in a 
new book, writes Steve Knight. 

The late star of Around the World in 80 
Days lived in the county for several months 
from December, 1931, during which time he 
met the woman who would later give him 
his first taste of America - the Woolworths 
heiress Barbara Hutton. 

A member of the Highland Light Infantry, 
Niven was stationed at Dover’s Citadel 
Barracks - now an immigration removal 
centre - but would frequently travel to 
London so he could be closer to the rich and 
famous people he idolised. 

His time in Kent forms part of a new 
biography by Michael Munn, who first met 
the star in 1970. 

Mr Munn said: “He and his mate used to 
travel up to the capital all the time because 
that’s where all the action was, so I imagine 
he probably thought Dover was a bit quiet. 

“At that time, when he was a young man 
in the Army, he was always looking for girls 
and booze. But even then he already had 
friends in the theatre, some of whom were 
very important people. 

“In later life I suspect he would have 
enjoyed living in Kent because he had 
homes in quiet parts of Switzerland and 
France so he could get away from things.” 

It was while Niven was stationed in 
Dover that he met Barbara Hutton, who 
would go on to marry another hero of cine¬ 
ma’s golden age in Cary Grant. 

She invited him to spend Christmas with 
her at her home in New York, with the 
trip sparking Niven’s love affair with the 
United States and convincing him that his 
time in the Army was coming to an end.

Persona 


Mr Munn said: “He got to know all her rich 
and famous friends, and he really wanted to 
be one of them. 

“I think a lot of it came from his back¬ 
ground because he always felt unloved and 
unwanted as a child. That led to him almost 
creating his own persona, and one thing he 
always needed was an audience. 

“He needed to be around people of a 
certain stature and knew that was how he 
would work his way up. 

“He always wanted to be a Hollywood 
actor, but he never went to Rada (the Royal 
Academy of Dramatic Art) or anything 
like that. Once his mother died he began to 
feel like there was nothing left for him in 
England.” 

Niven went on to forge a hugely success¬ 
ful career for himself in Hollywood, starring 
in more than 90 films between 1932 and 
1983 - the year he died aged 73 from the 
motor neuron disease ALS (amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis). 

He even continued to make movies 
throughout the course of World War Two, 
when he returned to the Army and was at 
one point stationed in Chilham, near 
Canterbury. 

Mr Munn said: “I always got on very well 
with David and he was always very gener¬ 
ous. He once took me out and bought me a 
whole new outfit. We had some good times 
together and I look back on those days with 
great fondness.”

Beach lifeguards 

getting ready for 
a hectic summer

WITH most people still recovering 
from what was one of the coldest 
winters in years, thoughts of 
sun, sea and sand are still a 
distant dream. 

And before the majority can ditch their 
boots in favour of flip-flops there is still the 
unpredictable spring weather to get through. 

But for Thanet’s beach lifeguards, the 
summer starts here, with gruelling train¬ 
ing sessions already under way for the 
season ahead, and in just weeks, their first 
dip in the grey, cold waters of the Channel. 

Lifeguard Rupert Cox, 19, who started 
working on the beaches four years ago, said 
this training, and the subsequent assess¬ 
ments, are vital for the work they do in the 
summer. 

“Last year, on our busiest days we would 
see between 3,000 and 5,000 people on our 
main beaches throughout the course of the 
day,” he said. 

“At the Water Gala in Broadstairs, Viking 
Bay saw around 10,000 people. 


“It’s not the type of job you can ease your 
way into in the morning - you could have a 
rescue the moment you start at 9.30am or 
minutes before you finish at 6pm.” 

And rescues are not as rare as some might 
think, with pier jumpers, strong currents and 
ever more people descending on Thanet’s 
award-winning beaches. 

Training takes place at Ramsgate 
Swimming Pool months before the beach 
season starts, with open water sessions in 
the sea over the Easter period. 

Rupert said: “It involves building up 
stamina, swimming long distances and 
first aid. 

“In the sea we have to swim 300 metres 
and pick up a ‘casualty, train on the 
Malibu boards and some of the head 
guards will be trained to use the boats. 

“It’s constant training at work though, 
you never stop learning.” 

Pressures 

Despite popular opinion that being a 
beach lifeguard is the dream job, those 
who work on the beaches know well the 
pressures it comes with. 

‘You have to be on constant watch to 
see if anyone is in trouble in the water,” 
said Rupert. 

“And we have real problems with pier 
jumpers. We tell them not to do it, but we 
have no authority to actually stop them. 

“When we go over to tell them to stop, 
that’s one less pair of eyes on the beach, 
watching the water and making sure 
everyone is okay. 

“Then when one of the pier jumpers is 
injured or gets into trouble in the water, 
we have to go in and rescue them.” 

Scrapes, bruises and, in worse cases, 
broken bones, mean the lifeguards are 
also constantly using their first aid skills. 

And in rare cases, they have been sent 
out on their boats to look for bodies of 
suicide victims. 

But the beach lifeguards admit it’s a job 
they love. 

Rupert said: ‘We’re all friends and look 
out for each other which is really impor¬ 
tant in a job like this.” 

The lifeguards work on beaches from

Ramsgate round the coast to Minnis Bay, 
with five guards allocated to the busiest 
beaches and two to three on others. 

Steve Davis, managing director at Thanet 
Leisure Force, which employs them, said this 
year the company will also be using work expe¬ 
rience guards from Thanet Lifeguard Club. 

“This will enhance numbers on the beach¬ 
es and also show youngsters who are too 
young to be employed by us at the moment 
how it all works,” he said. 

“It means more lifeguards on the beaches, 
which is vital due to how busy we get.” 

Mr Davis, who manages the water safety 
contract, said the lifeguards also hold water 
safety lectures. 

He said: “They are ambassadors for the 
area. Not only do they ensure the beaches 
are safe, but they help tourists who may be 
lost and are first port of call for anyone in 
trouble,” he said.

Correctness is 
a belief too far 

IS THERE anybody who would be offended at 
being asked what their Christian name is? 

While Kent Police must be applauded for 
taking its relationship with the communities 
it serves seriously, it is a step too far for the 
force to programme its officers like robots, 
giving them only a select few words to use. 

Patrolling the streets dealing with murder¬ 
ers and drug-dealers is tough enough without 
having to worry that you may have upset a 
woman by calling her “my dear”. 

One of the reasons such moves are fre¬ 
quently ridiculed in the press is because we, 
like most people, want to see an end to such 
outrageous political correctness. 

If it’s not about banning nursery rhymes 
because they feature black sheep or renaming 
manhole covers in the name of sexual equali¬ 
ty, it’s about getting children to write essays 
on gay history, and it needs to stop. 

Whether it’s Christians, Muslims, Sikhs or 
any other religious group, all they want to see 
the police do is fight crime effectively. 

And if Kent’s officers continue to do that, 
they will find that they don’t have to rely on 
political correctness to raise public confidence.

He was stolen, then identified 
and returned to Dogs Trust 
Canterbury - a thief can easily 
remove a collar or tag, but not a 
microchip. 

If Munchie had not been 
chipped, it is almost certain he 
would never have been found. 

Dogs Trust has been lobbying 
the Government about the bene¬ 
fits of compulsory microchipping 
for the past 12 months. 

The charity believes perma¬ 
nent identification must form a 
central part of any new dog legis¬ 
lation, so it is deeply gratifying 
that this has been included as 
part of the government’s recent 
proposed consultation. 

Returned home 

Permanent identification of 
dogs is primarily a welfare issue, 
enhancing the return of stray 
dogs to their owner (half of dogs 
identified are already returned 
using their microchip). 

But it also provides useful 
enhancement of identification of 
dogs and their owners for other 
existing legislation. 

Almost without exception, the 
Animal Welfare Charities are 
wholeheartedly in support of 
Permanent ID (microchipping is 
the preferred method but there is 
an alternative of tattooing). Most 
of the charities have been chip¬ 
ping for years. Dogs Trust alone

has chipped at least 500,000 over 
the last ten years. 

It is estimated that there are 
eight million dogs in the UK and 
that already 2.5 million of these 
are microchipped. 

Access to the databases is 
strictly controlled and limited to 
authorised persons from local 
authorities, the police and ani¬ 
mal welfare organisations 
through a coordinated single 
point of contact. They run to a 
standard agreed with the British 
Small Animal Veterinary Assoc¬ 
iation, who also monitor adverse 
reactions. Four hundred have 
been reported out of five million 
chips implanted in pets. 

The charge to implant a 
microchip commercially is gener¬ 
ally £15 to £30. Most welfare 
organisations provide a reduced 
cost service for those on benefits 
that may be free of charge in 
some circumstances. Dogs Trust 
charges between £5 and £10, and 
good re-homing charities micro¬ 
chip all the dogs they re-home. 

Microchips were first embed¬ 
ded in legislation by the Dan¬ 
gerous Dogs Act 1991. The EU 
Rabies Directive (Pet Passport) 
now also requires dogs to be 
microchipped. 


Dogs Trust carried out 
research in 2009 to evaluate pub¬ 
lic opinion towards microchip¬ 
ping. Of those questioned, 88 per 
cent were in favour, with only five 
per cent against. 

The benefits are huge: 

• Genuine strays can be swiftly 
returned to their owners 

• Reinforces owners’ responsibil¬ 
ity and may deter irresponsible 
owners from purchasing a dog 

• Enables puppy-farmed dogs to 
be traced to their breeders. 

• Enables enforcers to correctly 
identify an owner for any offence 

• Could provide significant sav¬ 
ings to Local Authorities in obvi¬ 
ating the need to kennel dogs. 

• Ownership disputes can be 
more readily dealt with 

• Less likely that dogs will be 
stolen 

Under the Control of Dogs 
Order 1992 it is a requirement 
for a dog to wear a collar and tag 
with the name and address of the 
owner There is no requirement 
for a telephone number. How¬ 
ever, collars can fall off or be 
removed, rendering the dog’s 
owner untraceable. 

Dogs Trust proposes that the 
Control of Dogs Order is replaced 
with a new statutory instrument 



to allow that in addition to the 
collar and tag, dogs must be per¬ 
manently identified by means of 
a microchip (or tattoo) and 
details of the owner maintained 
on a database and kept up to 
date. The database standard 
should be similar to that defined 
in the draft Racing Greyhound 
Regulations. All dogs must be 
identified in this way at first 
change of hands. 

Euthanasia 

Local Authorities are now sole¬ 
ly responsible for stray dogs and 
will require a scanner. Most will 
already have these. If not the cost 
of a basic scanner is around £100. 

Apart from the scanner, there 
would be no additional costs to 
central or local government, 
indeed there could be consider¬ 
able savings as the number of 
unidentified dogs will be 
reduced. In 2009, 9,300 were 
euthanased by local authorities 
as unclaimed at a cost of around 
£120 each (seven days kennelling 
plus euthanasia and carcase dis¬ 
posal). Every one per cent reduc¬ 
tion in unclaimed strays would 
save £11,160.

The internet can be a very danger¬ 
ous toy at best, and don’t forget the perverts 
who are about to make their first offence.

Allocating land for housing as part of the 
local development framework (LDF) is a hot 
topic, and rightly so. 

If we want our grown-up children not to 
have to move away to live and work, then we 
need more housing. If we want distressed 
families out of unsuitable bed and breakfasts, 
then we need more housing. If we want fewer 
homeless on the streets, then we need 
housing. If we want everyone to have access 
to a secure, decent and affordable home 
where they want to live, then we need more 
housing. I want these things. 

The Government has set targets for new 
homes reflecting this need and East Kent 
needs to do its bit. But the Government does 
not dictate where the building takes place: 
that is a local decision. 

Over three quarters of all new homes in the 
UK are now built on previously developed 
brownfield land. Using the proposed 
greenfield site in South Canterbury for a 
2,000 house build is not the way forward. 

The area does not have the superstructure 
(public transport, health centres, shops) to 
take this number and housing on this scale 
will create even greater traffic congestion. 

So what would I suggest? 

1. Reduce the number for South Canterbury. 

2. Revisit the previously rejected option of 
approximately 500 homes in the Hersden 
area. This was last addressed some years 
back when brownfield sites were more 
available. Maybe with the new high-speed 
line taking the London-bound, a stop for 
Hersden would be warranted, adding to the 
area’s economy. And the bus route need only 
be built up, not started from scratch. 

3. Increase the campus accommodation for 
our student population, so freeing up housing 
for families to rent. 

4. Spread the load and also the economic 


benefits that come with new housing and 
place some on brownfield in coastal towns

The Chinese wanted to have their ‘place in 
the sun’ and do things better than anyone 
else: it was their way of saying ‘as an 
ex-colonial power we won’t be pushed around 
anymore and we want a seat at the top table’. 

Likewise with Britain and the Games: we 
may be a small declining power but we still 
matter in the world and will prove this by 
delivering a successful Games. 

Britain, it seems, cannot move on from its 
imperialist past. Ironically, China is well 
ahead of the West in one important respect: 
it values the benefits of formal sports 
education at grass roots and routinely 
employs PE teachers in schools at all levels, 
even at nursery level. 

This is the kind of thing we in the West 
should be doing if we are to compete with the 
likes of China.

THE number of young people not 
in education, employment or train¬ 
ing is continuing to drop, according 
to new Government figures, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

The recent findings showed Kent was ranked 
as one of the top performing counties in the 
South East for supporting 16 to 18-year-olds. 

Figures revealed that between November, 
2009, and January, 2010, there were only 4.9 
per cent not in education, employment or 
training (Neets) in the county, compared to the 


average for the South East of 6.4 per cent. 

Officials from the department for children, 
families and education at County Hall said the 
results were down to the hard work by 
Connexions Kent. 

The organisation was commissioned by Kent 
County Council to advise young people on 
issues such as careers, training and volunteer¬ 
ing, and has so far helped tens of thousands

VALLEYS OF NEPTUNE BY JIMI HENDRIX 

THE world has not been short of 
‘new’ Jimi Hendrix albums 
released since the innovative gui¬ 
tar slinger died in 1970 and, to tell 
the truth, many of them have been 
pointless. 


ZOMBIELANP (15) 

AMERICA has been ravaged by a contagion 
which has metamorphosed all but the lucky 
few into flesh-chomping predators. 

Columbus (Jesse Eisenberg), the deadpan 
narrator, has managed to survive thanks to 
his fear of anything that goes bump in the 
night. “It would be nice to see a familiar face... 
or any face that doesn’t have blood dripping 
from its lips and flesh between its teeth,” he 
muses as he makes his way back home to see 
his family. 

En route, Columbus encounters gun-toting 
hard man, Tallahassee (Woody Harrelson), 
and Wichita (Emma Stone) and Little Rock 
(Abigail Breslin). 

Zombieland is a bloody hilarious jaunt, 
which strikes an irreverent tone echoing 
Shaun of the Dead. 

The rules for survival are explained in the 
film’s tongue-in-cheek opening section: main¬ 
tain cardio fitness because you’ll spend a lot 
of time running away from predators, check 
the back seat of your car for unexpected, 
teeth-gnashing passengers and avoid bath¬ 
rooms. The last thing you want is to be 
caught, literally, with your pants down as a 
zombie crawls into the cubicle. 

Eisenberg’s droll scaredy-cat is a wonderful 
comic foil for Harrelson’s goofball avenger, 
who is so moved at one point he confides: “I 
haven’t cried like that since Titanic.” 

Stone and Breslin pull their weight too, 
shooting a fair few zombies as they search for 
a safe haven. Bill Murrays cameo as himself 
is a treat. 


And on the surface, Valleys of Neptune looks 
none too promising. 

Hear My Train A Comin, Red House and 
Bleeding Heart have all been released before. 

But it shouldn’t be discarded and left only to 
the completists. 

Firstly, the sound quality is top notch - it 
really is like being in the room with the man 
himself and his band. 

Secondly, there are some sonic gems for us to 
marvel at. 

And thirdly, for newcomers to Hendrix and 
his legacy, it rescues him from being a face on 
a T-shirt and a deity reverently referred to in 
any number of magazines celebrating some 
sort of rock golden age. 

With the assistance of his surviving rela¬ 
tives, Sony has struck a deal with Experience 
Hendrix, which handles the musician’s estate, 
and his catalogue is currently being given the 
remastering treatment. 

So, Are You Experienced; Axis: Bold As Love; 
Electric Ladyland; the live Band of Gypsys; 
and the posthumous First Rays of a New 
Rising Sun, are now available as enhanced 
discs with memorabilia and interviews. 

Valleys of Neptune collects studio sessions, 
mostly from 1969, and features, in the main, 
the original band - the Experience with bass¬ 
ist Noel Redding and drummer Mitch Mitchell. 

Most notable is the excellent title track - 
long a sort of‘Jimi Grail’ for fans. 

There is also a seven minute-plus treatment 
of his original number Hear My Train A 
Comin, and an epic eight-minute Red House. 

A six-minute version of Elmore James’ 
Bleeding Heart and a powerful version of 
Cream’s Sunshine of Your Love are also high¬ 
lights. Pop-rock number Mr Bad Luck, instru¬ 
mental Crying Blue Rain, and Ships Passing 
Through the Night evoke a time which seems 
sadly long passed. However, the version of Fire 
doesn’t really improve on the original. 

But for all that minor fault-finding, it’s excel¬ 
lent to hear new versions of classic and some 
different material. 

For too long the whole Hendrix market dealt 
in sub-standard live recordings and demos. 

The tracks are taken from two sets of ses¬ 
sions in the early months of 1969, following 
the recording of Electric Ladyland, that took 
place in the Record Plant in Lower Manhattan 
and Olympic in London. 

They’re really the last days of the Experience 
before subsequent Hendrix forays into funk 
and more tree-form work. 

So for many fans they are the swansong of a 
classic line up. 


A SERIOUS MAN (15) 

UNIVERSITY physics lecturer Larry Gopnik 
(Michael Stuhlbarg) is knocked for six when 
wife Judith (Sari Lennick) announces she 
wants a divorce so she can marry mutual 
friend Sy (Fred Melamed). 

The children - daughter Sarah (Jessica 
McManus) and son Danny (Aaron Wolff) - 
don’t appear fussed. Adding to Larry’s woes, 
one of his students (David Kang) seems to 
think he can bribe his way to a passing grade 
and his brother Arthur (Richard Kind) has a 
troublesome ailment. 

Unable to make contact with the chief 
rabbi, Larry tries to sort out myriad problems 
himself - but every good deed only leads to 
more misery. 

A Serious Man is a deceptively simple por¬ 
trait of a family in crisis, distinguished by a 
sharp script and terrific ensemble cast. 

Following the unbearable tension of No 
Country For Old Men and the frippery of 
Bum After Reading, this wicked black come¬ 
dy finds Joel and Ethan Coen in a quirky hin¬ 
terland where they previously bowled strikes 
with The Big Lebowski. 

Stuhlbarg adopts a permanent look of 
incredulity as his caring family man strug¬ 
gles to make sense of the cards life has dealt 
him. The supporting cast vividly bring their 
roles to life - Wolff is extremely watchable as 
the rock ‘n’ roll-mad teenager fast approach¬ 
ing his bar mitzvah - as the Coens add flecks 
of humour, some causing us to wince almost 
as much as the characters. 

THE FOURTH KIND (15) 

IN 1977, Steven Spielberg introduced audi¬ 
ences around the world to Close Encounters 
Of The Third Kind. 

The film took its title from a scale devoted 
to alien encounters: the third kind refers to 
actual contact with extra-terrestrials. The 
encounters of the first kind are sightings of 
alien craft while the second kind refers to any 
encounter supported by evidence. 

Olatunde Osunsanmi’s fact-based thriller 
deals with encounters of the fourth kind - 
alien abduction - and centres on psychologist 
Dr Abigail Tyler (Jovovich), who mns a prac¬ 
tice in Nome, Alaska, where there are an 
abnormally high number of people claiming 
to have been subjected to experimentation at 
the hands of visitors from another planet. 

During her videotaped sessions, Abigail 
grows increasingly disturbed by similarities 


in her patients’ accounts, challenging her 
beliefs about whether we are alone. 

Colleague Abel Campos (Elias Koteas) is 
supportive but has serious doubts about 
Abigail’s outlandish theories while local law 
maker, Sheriff August (Will Patton), is a 
hardened and gnarled cynic, who is con¬ 
cerned that Abigail’s erratic behaviour poses 
a threat not only to herself but also to her 
children, Ashley (Mia McKenna-Bmce) and 
Ronnie (Raphael Coleman). 

Cutting to and fro between glossy dramati¬ 
sations and ‘real’ footage of director 
Osunsanmi interviewing the ‘real’ Dr Tyler, 
The Fourth Kind attempts to send chills 
down the spine with a supposedly authentic 
tale of people tormented by unseen horrors. 

Grainy library footage sows seeds of doubt 
in the minds of viewers who are willing to

THE GOOD WIFE: Alicia Florrick is a wife and 
mother whose life is turned upside down when 
her husband is involved in a public sex scan¬ 
dal that lands him in prison. 

Rising above the betrayal and humiliation, 
Alicia returns to work as a defence attorney at 
a prestigious Chicago firm to support her two 
children, taking charge of her own life for the 
first time in years.

Dinnington Colliery Band before they go the 
same way as many of their contemporaries. 

The Dinnington Colliery Band has been in 
existence in South Yorkshire for more than 
100 years, and has survived the Depression, 
strikes and the mining pit closures. 

But now, the group faces extinction because 
it is down to six members, and most of them 
are more than 70 years old.

Hardman and her sister Kay have launched a 
plan to recruit new players and get them com¬ 
peting again.

TUESDAY, MARCH 23 

SUPERSIZE VS SUPERSKINNY: Since it 
began in 2008, this show has become some¬ 
thing of guilty pleasure for viewers trying des¬ 
perately to stave off the midweek blues. 

For those who have not seen it before, Dr 
Christian Jessen presents as two subjects (one 
overweight and another underweight) swap 
diets for the week in the hope of proving too lit¬ 
tle food is as dangerous for one’s health as too 
much, and the best diet is based on balance. 

In the first episode, 24-stone Julie 
Treadeagle meets caffeine addict Jade Potts, 
who weighs just five-and-a-half stone. 

Also this week, Anna Richardson investi¬ 
gates the latest diet products and exercise 
fads, and the show takes a glimpse into the 
lives of three women and one man in the grip 
of anorexia nervosa. (Channel 4, 8pm) 

WOMEN, WEDDINGS, WAR AND ME: This 
fascinating documentary offers plenty of food 
for thought. It centres on Nel, a 21-year-old 
Afghanistan woman who fled the country with 
her family and started a new life in Britain. 

Cameras follow her as she returns to her 
homeland, where she discovers how the coun¬ 
try has changed in the years since.

BUILD A NEW LIFE IN THE COUNTRY: In 

the penultimate edition of this series, Charlie 
Luxton visits a couple in Buckinghamshire, 
who are undergoing one of the most ambitious 
builds ever seen on the programme. 

Several years ago, Rebecca and Jim swapped 
the south London suburb of Wimbledon for the 
rural Buckinghamshire village of Sherington. 

They bought a 60s bungalow on a plot of 
land backing on to Rebecca’s mother’s house 
for £420,000. Their first step is to demolish the 
house and construct their dream Georgian- 
style home in its place. 

With a budget of £350,000, Rebecca has 
spent a lot of time sourcing materials from 
across Europe, including windows from a 
Georgian house in London, doors from France 
and tiles from Geneva. Once the main work is 
done, the plan is to finish the rest of the build 
themselves. However, each job is taking longer 
than expected. Can the family pull together 
and finish its dream home? (Five, 8pm) 

RUSSELL HOWARD’S GOOD NEWS: He 

might still be best known as a regular panel¬ 
list on Mock the Week, but this other topical 
comedy series from Russell Howard is build¬ 
ing momentum as it returns tonight for a sec¬ 
ond stab at current events. 

Russell puts his own spin on the week’s 
biggest headlines, as well as picking up on 
some of the overlooked items from the past 
seven days on TV, online and in print, that are 
certain to raise a smile. 

What’s more, viewers at home have the 
chance to shape his news agenda by submit¬ 
ting stories on the BBC website or through 
Twitter. (BBC Three, 10.30pm) 

FRIDAY, MARCH 26 

UNREPORTED WORLD: As a reporter for the 
critically acclaimed foreign affairs series 
Unreported World, Evan Williams has covered 
stories in some of the most extreme and hos¬ 
tile places on Earth. 

So what can we expect from this new run? 
“I’ve just got back from Pakistan, where we’ve 
been looking at the continuation of militant 
groups,” explains Evan. “We’re looking at why 
it is that militant organisations are still 
allowed and can still operate in Pakistan. We 
can reveal more details in the story. And I’m 
about to go somewhere else, but I can’t talk 
about it at this stage.” 

What methods does he employ to remain 
undetected during secret filming? “Moving 
quickly, being aware of your environment all 
the time, having things lined up as much as 
you can where you might be able to get what 
you need without further endangering the 
people you’re meeting, and also keeping your 
head down. So you don’t hang around in a 
place any longer than you have to, you keep 
moving.” (Channel 4, 7.30pm) 

THE REVIEW SHOW: Countering the argu¬ 
ment TV is dumbing down is this series that 
always offers informed opinions of what’s hot 
and what’s not in the arts. 

In light of the Iraq Enquiry, it’s little wonder 
TRS was quick to jump on Green Zone, direc¬ 
tor Paul Greengrass and Matt Damon’s latest 
collaboration tackling the thorny subject of the 
hunt for weapons of mass destruction, so more 
topical subjects fall under the spotlight. 

Admittedly show lacks that certain some¬ 
thing which made Late Review so enjoyable in 
the 1990s; poet Tom Paulin and the dynamic 
between him, Mark Lawson, Tony Parsons 
and Allison Pearson was the stuff of TV gold. 

However, guests such as American critic Joe 
Queenan make up for any shortcomings. The 
result can only be compelling TV for those who 
like to use their brain late on a Friday night.

KENT on SUNDAY 


REVIEW

THOUSANDS of people will be 
enjoying some free fun next week¬ 
end with the Kent Big Day Out. 

Now in its fourth year, the countywide 
scheme offers free admission to a wide variety 
of attractions across Kent, from steam railways 
to sporting clubs. Next Saturday will see 
18,000 people enjoying a free day out, whether 
visiting an old favourite or discovering some¬ 
where new. 

Organised by Visit Kent at Kent County 
Council, the successful event has grown in pop¬ 
ularity every year and there are no more tick¬ 
ets available. But the attractions will be open 
to the general public, so Kent Big Day Out 
might prompt those without free tickets to go 
out and see what is on offer in their county. 

With more than 100 venues now taking part, 
Visit Kent’s chief executive, Sandra Matthews- 
Marsh, was not surprised to see even more 
attractions signing up this year. 

“It’s a Kent-wide campaign to encourage 
days out and we have got the support of the 
media to help us push the word out, so it’s a 
great pre-season promotion,” she said. “The 
target is local residents. Sometimes local peo¬ 
ple can overlook what’s on their doorsteps. It’s 
a way of reminding residents so they realise 
what is in their vicinity.” 

The long list of participating attractions cov¬ 
ers a broad range of interests and there really 
is something for everyone, from museums, 


stately homes and gardens to wildlife parks, 
golf courses and skate parks. Whether you fan¬ 
cied delving into the dark secrets of 
Chislehurst Caves or learning to throw shapes 
in style with the Saxon Stars Cheerleading 
Squad, this year’s event offered a tempting 
selection of experiences. 

Some new attractions simply joined because 
they could see the benefits of taking part, while 
others were prompted by public demand. 

“The number of participating venues has 
gone up year by year and we’re really pleased,” 
Mrs Matthews-Marsh said. “There were many 
new venues coming forward that would like to 
be involved, but also the public were saying ‘we 
would like to go swimming’ and things like 
that, so that’s been a reason for that response. 

“The potential could grow and grow, because 
you could think about things like guided walks 
and cinema tickets. It could get bigger and big¬ 
ger, really. We will be reviewing the take up 
after this year’s Kent Big Day Out.” 

Although the enormous interest in the event 
has been evidence of its growing success, the 
huge demand for free tickets resulted in some 
technical problems this year. The website set 
up to deal with registrations struggled to cope 
with the amount of online visitors, so the sys¬ 
tem of applying for tickets had to be changed. 

“The traffic was enormous, higher than in 
previous years, and we also had a website 
glitch which meant the site was just not coping 
with the amount of people trying to access it,” 
Mrs Matthews-Marsh said. 

“We took the decision to take the site down 
and we are using a different system which has 
worked on a ballot. It was much easier for res¬ 
idents to sign up for, the servers coped very 
well with the volume and it seems a fairer sys¬ 
tem, because names go into a hat against their 
chosen attraction.”

If all launches go to schedule, there will be 
13 fresh ships to sample, with destinations in 
every comer the globe has to offer. 

Most will come from the same stables as 
those ships already in service, but three will be 
completely new. 

It appears that while the rest of the world 
battles its way out of recession, many are tak¬ 
ing to the oceans to escape reality - since 2008 
there have been almost 40 new launches. 

The three all-new ships for this year are the 
enormous Norwegian Epic, the smaller Le 
Boreal from France, and a three-mast tall ship 
called the Sea Cloud Hussar. 

Costa Cruises has its new Costa Deliziosa, 
which is a 92,700-tonne ship that can cater for 
more than 2,200 people. 

It is the sister ship to the Costa Luminosa, 
which only took to the water last year. 

The Costa Deliziosa set off on its maiden 
voyage from Savona, Italy, at the start of 
February and will be based in Dubai until 
May, before arriving in Europe. 

Prices currently range from £950 for an 
inside cabin to about £1,500 for a suite, and 
will be cruising the Emirates for a week. 

German company Aida Cruises has seen the 
launch of its 69,200-tonne ship the Aidablu, 
which has room for just over 2,000 people. 

It is the fourth launch from its popular 
Sphinx series, and will stick with the winning 
design of the other three from the class, which 
have 14 decks to explore. 

MCS Cruises has also sent another vessel to 
sea - the Magnifica will come on stream this 
month. 

The company said: “The most modern cruise 
fleet in the world continues to grow with the 


launch of majestic MSC Magnifica after a 
christening ceremony in Hamburg.” 

It can carry 2,518 passengers, most of them 
enjoying the luxury of a sea-facing cabin with 
private balcony, and there is a crew of more 
than 1,000. 

On board are saunas and Turkish baths, a 
fitness centre, beauty salon, thalassotherapy 
room, relaxation area and massage rooms. 

Plus there is a solarium, or choose from 
three swimming pools, including one with the 
ingenious ‘Magrodome’ retractable roof, mak¬ 
ing it perfect for winter cruising. 


There is even tennis and basketball, or you 
can keep fit on the jogging track. Relax in the 
five restaurants, numerous bars, an internet 
cafe and a cigar lounge. In addition, there is a 
1,200-seat theatre, cinema, casino and disco. 

The ship will sail seven-day cruises in the 
eastern Med, between Venice and Bari. 

Saga has lavished a multi-million pound 
refit on its Astoria, and rebranded it Saga 
Pearl II. It leaves Southampton this month. 

It takes almost 450 passengers, and of 
course, being Saga is aimed at the over 50s. 
There is a casino and a late-night disco. 

It will cover Europe, including a variety of 
itineraries to northern Europe, the Canary 
Islands, the Mediterranean, and the UK. 

Another British company well-known in 
Kent is P&O. 

The company said: “Our newest superliner 
Azura blends all the much-loved P&O Cruises 
traditions with modem luxuries. 

Glamorous 

“Her atmosphere will be stylish, sophisticat¬ 
ed and serene, and every element of life on 
board delivered with a meticulous attention to 
detail. You’ll be able to enjoy glamorous formal 
occasions and delightful spontaneous ones.” 

An area called The Retreat is where passen¬ 
gers can access the outdoor spa terrace, al fres¬ 
co massages and wonderful views. 

Michelin-star chef Atul Kochhar’s venue 
Sindhu will serve dishes blending India’s 
homeland spices with familiar British tastes. 

The 116,000-tonne Azura takes more than 
3,000 guests. It is due to leave Southampton 
on April 12 for the Mediterranean and north¬ 
ern Europe before crossing the Atlantic in late 
October to spend her first winter in the 
Caribbean and sail out of Barbados. 

For something different, the Sea Cloud 
Hussar from Sea Cloud Cruises is a 136-pas- 
senger full-rigged, three-mast, tall ship. 

The name has some history - the original, 
launched in 1931, was the largest private 
yacht ever. 

The new Sea Cloud Hussar sets off on its 
inaugural voyage from Athens to Cyprus on 
November 4 and will then be based in the 
Middle East, where she will spend the winter 
doing round trip voyages from Dubai. 

Cunard will reinforce its reputation for 


exquisite ocean travel with the arrival of its 
newest liner, Queen Elizabeth, in the autumn. 

The company said: “The harmony of classic 
and contemporary strikes an elegant chord 
throughout this magnificent ship. Images and 
features from her predecessors, Queen 
Elizabeth and QE2, sit comfortably alongside 
her modem charm.” 

The launch is set for October 12 in 
Southampton. She will be a 92,000 tonne ship, 
taking care of just over 2,000 guests. Queen 
Elizabeth will be a slightly larger sister to the 
Queen Victoria, launched in December 2007. 

The Queen Elizabeth will sail 
Mediterranean and European cruises in the 
first three months and then do a world cruise 
in January, 2011, from Southampton. 

The Norwegian Epic from Norwegian Cruise 
Line will carry 4,200 passengers after its 
launch in June in Southampton. 

It will cruise across the Atlantic for year 
round duties in the Caribbean. 

Other launches are set to include Celebrity 
Eclipse from Celebrity Cruises, sailing north¬ 
ern Europe or the Mediterranean from 
Southampton within a few months. She will 
then move to Miami in November. 

French company Compagnie du Ponant puts 
the Le Boreal in to service in May for just 220 
passengers. More a huge yacht than a cruise 
liner, it makes luxury a point. It is aimed 
mainly at the French. 

The Seaboum Sojourn from The Yachts of 
Seaboum has its christening at Greenwich in 
June. 

Some 450 guests can then sail the British 
Isles and northern Europe over the summer 
and then it’s on to the Mediterranean in the 
autumn, and finally the Caribbean. 

Seaboum Sojourn will have her first world 
cmise next year, which will be a 99-day grand 
voyage from Los Angeles to Rome. 

Nieuw Amsterdam from Holland America 
Line sets off on July 4, taking 2,100 passen¬ 
gers around the Mediterranean and Greek 
Islands before leaving for Florida and the 
Caribbean over the winter. 

Finally, Allure of the Seas from Royal 
Caribbean Cruise Line launches before 
Christmas, and will take 5,400 passengers on 
seven-day cmises to either the eastern or 
western Caribbean.

WITH full body scanners and end¬ 
less queues at airports these days 
thanks to all the added security 
checks, it would be nice to simply 
get on board a luxury cruise ship 
docked on our doorstep and go.

It will also do an eastern Mediterranean 
cruise for under £2,100, taking in Gibraltar, 
Sardinia, Sicily, Greece, Malta and Spain. 

Princess Cruises takes in the Arctic for 
under £2,000. The trip is called Land of the 
Midnight Sun, and leaves Dover on June 7. It 
takes in several stops in Norway and Russia 
with 18 nights on board. 

For £830, the company also does seven 
nights onboard for a trip to Ireland. 

Page and Moy have 14 nights on board, leav¬ 
ing Dover on August 20 for Spain, Portugal, 
and Morocco among others for under £1,200.

Buyers take the 
high-speed route 



NEW LINKS: High-speed trains are opening up the county to a new group of buyers

KENT’S bullet trains will help get 
the housing market back to where 
it belongs, claims one estate agent. 

It is traditional to expect the home-buying 
market to pick up in spring, and new figures 
are showing we are edging further out of 
recession. It’s all good news for a decent 2010 
in Ashford and the surrounding areas, the 
agent said. 

The new High Speed 1 train link to London 

- starting to be known locally as ‘The Bullet’ 

- is already a massive attraction for potential 
commuters. 

Ashford-based estate agent Hobbs Parker 
has found its books filling with a new demo¬ 
graphic of buyer. 

They are Londoners who currently live 
‘north of the river’ and there are plenty from 
the East End, too. 

Traditionally, the majority of Londoners 
who used to wend their way to Ashford and 
the villages that surround the town were 
from south London. 

Buyers in search of the rural dream hunted 
along the M20 and existing rail corridor, 
attracted by a life in the countryside. 

Some found themselves priced out of estab¬ 
lished commuting hot spots and ended up 
further down the line. 

But since the new trains started service, 
Alex Davies, Hobbs Parker’s head of country 
houses, has increasingly seen numbers of 
would-be buyers from north London. 

It’s not just those who work in the City who 
are coming either. Mr Davies points out the 
37-minute service into St Pancras suddenly 
opens the field to regular commuters who 
need to be at work in the West End or, as the 
Stratford connection develops, Docklands. 

He said there is no more struggling on the 
Tube’s Northern line as it is possible now to 
exchange a Sunday afternoon walk on 
Primrose Hill for the primroses on a North 
Downs hill. 


Many north Londoners are quickly switch¬ 
ing their notion of The Old Rectory in Essex 
or Hertfordshire to an idyllic Kentish farm¬ 
house with its milk-white clapboard and rus- 
set-hued peg tiles. 

This is good news for the housing market in 
Ashford, but Mr Davies also has a warning. 
He points out that for many Londoners, while 
the idea of cashing in and buying their dream 
home is appealing, they need to have the 
budget to match. 

He said: “Many buyers need to be realistic 
about their expectations. 

“They are more often professional couples 
in their 30s and 40s with young children 


drawn to the vision of raising children in the 
country, and are especially interested in 
Kent’s schools. 

“Sadly though, I have to disappoint a num¬ 
ber as to what their money will buy. 

“The expectation is that you can swap a 
Victorian family terrace in the London sub¬ 
urbs for a sizeable farmhouse with land, and 
in many cases this can be sufficient. 

“But some buyers should look again at their 
budget in an under-supplied marketplace. 
Alternatively, align expectations and there 
are lots of extremely attractive houses, espe¬ 
cially in the villages, that would make glori¬ 
ous family homes - and well within budget.”

A KENT developer managed to sell a stagger¬ 
ing 60 per cent of its apartments at a new 
development in its opening weekend. 

It’s another indication the housing market 
is creeping out of the slump.

Bringing a taste 
of France even 
closer to home 


FRANCE may be just a stone’s 
throw from Kent, but it’s even clos¬ 
er now for visitors to Maidstone. 

The French bistro, Petite Maison, opened its 
doors in the centre of the county town at the 
end of 2009, and has quickly established itself 
as a quiet, classy and cosy eatery 

Our party of three: my husband Glen, our 
friend Lesley and I, had booked a table on a 
Friday evening, which is normally very busy in 
Maidstone. It was interesting to see that, 
although many tables were occupied, diners 
were nicely spread out in a labyrinth of rooms, 
ensuring we never felt too close to neighbour¬ 
ing diners. 

The menu offers typically French dishes and 
has fixed prices so there’s no confusion when it 
comes to splitting the bill - whatever is 
ordered in each course is the same price: 
entrees, £5.25; plats, £15.95; desserts et fro- 
mages, £4.95. 

Our first-course choices were classic French 
onion soup with gruyere croutons, gratin of 
scallops and mushroom in a white wine sauce, 
and double-baked goat’s cheese souffle.

Glen’s soup was hot, wholesome and incred¬ 
ibly tasty with a hint of brandy, which was 
obvious as soon as it was brought to the table. 

My scallops were tender and full of flavour, 
although the mushrooms did rather dominate 
the dish and there perhaps could have been 
more fish. Lesley’s goat’s cheese souffle was 
light and fluffy, although not just full of air as 
it was also packed with flavour. 

For our main courses we ordered confit of 
duck leg in a Toulouse sausage cassoulet, clas¬ 
sic French stew with diced beef braised in 
wine with root vegetables, and a grilled 8oz 
rib-eye steak served with a peppercorn sauce. 

The duck was tender, and although it didn’t 
initially seem initially an obvious choice to 
accompany it, the sausage cassoulet was per¬ 
fect and the combination worked well. 

My beef stew was an equal winner; the meat 
had clearly been cooked slowly in the wine 
which highlighted the flavour, and the root 
vegetables added a fresh taste to the dish.

Automotive Retail Group 
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MiTo fitter from 
taking in the air 


IT’S been on sale here for just a 
year or so, but Italy’s Alfa Romeo 
has already tweaked its stylish 
answer to the BMW Mini. 

Among several improvements, 
the MiTo sporting supermini now 
has a MultiAir powertrain option 
answering a conundrum solved by 
few carmakers: how to lower fuel 
consumption and emissions while 
boosting power. 

The MiTo’s answer is sophisti¬ 
cated metering of air in the com¬ 
bustion cycle, hence the labelling 
for the popular 1.4-litre tur¬ 


bocharged petrol engine series, 
costing from £15,165 in 135bhp 
form. 

But Alfa has also delved into its 
heritage to revive the Cloverleaf 
label applied traditionally to its 
sparkiest performers. This is 
available with the higher output 
170bhp MultiAir engine. 

The £17,895 Cloverleaf (pic¬ 
tured) demonstrates the appeal of 
the MultiAir technology with a 
racy 0-62mph time of just 7.5 sec¬ 
onds, while still capable averaging 
nearly 50mpg. 


Tucson replacement’s broader appeal 


AMBITIOUS Korean marque Hyundai has 
junked its chunky Tucson and the name in favour 
of a more broadly appealing model wearing a new 
numbering system. 

Rather than being billed as an SUV (sports util¬ 
ity vehicle) like its predecessor, the new ix35 is 
classified as a versatile crossover, more in keeping 
with the highly successful Nissan Qashqai and 
Peugeot 3008. That means Hyundai is hunting 
hatchback and MPV buyers as well as the SUV 
fans stalked by the Tucson. 

The ix35 feels far lighter on its feet than its 
predecessor and, at just £16,495, looks great value 
against a poverty spec Ford Focus hatchback, yet 
brings alloys, ESP (electric stability programme), 
air con, heated front and rear seats and door mir¬ 
rors, and reverse parking sensors as standard, 
plus five years’ roadside assistance and Hyundai’s 
usual five-year/unlimited miles warranty. 



Kia itches for you to make the switch 



KIA has embarrassed most other car 
brands on the UK market by intro¬ 
ducing a universal and unique seven- 
year/100,000-mile warranty. 

This is against the industry norm 
of three years/60,000 miles - only 
Korean sister brand Hyundai comes 
close with its five-year deal. 

Furthermore, with the Govern¬ 
ment’s Scrappage grant scheme rap¬ 
idly coming to an end, most Kia deal¬ 


ers are offering a ‘7-Year Switch’ deal 
with up to £2,000 off list price of a new 
Kia in part exchange for a car seven or 
more years old. 

It includes a £1,500 discount off 
Kia’s newest showroom arrival, the 
capacious Venga mini-MPV (pic¬ 
tured).

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Invicta expansion shrugs 
off car trade depression

FORD dealer Invicta has added 
two new brands and sites in 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells to 
its Kent portfolio. 

The acquisition marks the end of the former 
Drake and Fletcher car dealership chain, with 
both locations - at Park Wood and Dowding 
Way respectively - now re-branded as Invicta. 

It also severs Invicta’s exclusive link with 
UK market leader Ford, by adding the 
Japanese Honda and Mazda franchises held 
at both newly-acquired sites. 

It is the first time Invicta’s parent group, 
Cambria, has taken on a Honda dealership, 
though it already sold Mazdas within what is 
now a nationwide spread of 37 outlets and 13 
brands turning over some £400 million. 

Invicta executive director Brian Murray told 
Driving: “We are part of a rapidly expanding 
group actively looking for sound acquisitions. 

“And though it is the first time we have 
broken away from the Ford brand in Kent, the 
opportunity to take over two sound going con¬ 
cerns was not to be missed.” 

His comments were supported by the fact 
that, far from looking for cutbacks after 
takeover, Invicta has taken on all 85 former 
Drake and Fletcher staff and will recruit a fur¬ 
ther four or five people. 

The new dealerships are also a good geo¬ 
graphical fit with Invicta’s Ford outlets at 
Canterbury, Ashford and Ramsgate and Mr 
Murray did not rule out adding franchises at 
the new sites or shopping for more outlets. 

He also revealed plans for a £400,000,10-12- 
week makeover at the Maidstone site, starting 
in June. 

With Invicta’s expansion, Cambria has 
added 10 dealerships across the UK in a 
matter of months and is thriving in a tough 
market after filing profits up 140 per 


cent during its most recent financial year. 

Mr Murray admitted that, like the trade 
generally, his group had benefited from the 
Government-backed Scrappage scheme, but 
that was all but ended and the negative effect 
would be exacerbated by the so-called 
‘Showroom Tax’ from April 1, with hefty road 
tax levies on the most-polluting new cars. 

“It going to be a tough year for new car 
sales,” said Mr Murray. “However, we continue 
to do well with quality used cars.” 

He agreed that used car prices had become 
unusually high, due to the recession throttling 


new car sales and tightening supplies of used 
cars further down the line, while Scrappage 
had taken some older cars out of the market 
causing knock-on demand and price pressures 
for newer used cars. 

However, he said many buyers were still 
reluctant to jump from paying high used car 
prices to seeking keen deals on new cars. “The 
habitual used car buyer is still looking for a 
used car,” he said. 

And manufacturers had also got their pro¬ 
duction levels into better shape, he added, 
avoiding the need to ‘move metal’ at any price. 


“I think customers will find that there are 
very long lead times now on the most desirable 
models as manufacturers adjust forward 
planning,” said Mr Murray. 

All Invicta sites are celebrating the new-look 
Kent operation with an open weekend on March 
27-28 with special incentives and attractions. 

Looking at his new Honda and Mazda acquisi¬ 
tions, Mr Murray was excited by the sales pos¬ 
sibilities of the Honda Jazz supermini/MPV - 
now built at Swindon - having a genuine sports 
car, the MX-5, in the sales mix and by the “young, 
fresh attitude” of the Mazda brand generally.

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New Citroen shows higher 
expectations of downsizers 



WE ARE downsizing our expecta¬ 
tions on car size and scale, but 
also expecting more from those 
smaller cars. 

A perfect answer to this new demand is the 
latest VW Golf family hatchback, which feels 
and sounds more like a contender from the 
class above. 

And this new downsizing with higher expec¬ 
tations trend has been recognised by Citroen 
as it bids to shake and shape up its contention 
in the increasingly important supermini sector. 

The French firm has two new entrants here: 
the DS3 - first of a new ‘executive/designer’ 
brand within a brand - and the second gener¬ 
ation Citroen C3. 

The DS3 stands out an obvious rival to the 
BMW Mini and Fiat 500 cult cars, whereas the 
new C3 aims to tempt existing C3 customers 
and conquest buyers looking for French chic 
on the cheap. 

The C3 is certainly a vast improvement on 
the previous car; I thought it a pretty so-so 
affair wrapped in a visually friendly, even cud¬ 
dly, egg-shaped design that evoked the brand’s 
classic 2CV. 

This imagery and occasionally bonkers dis¬ 
counting did much to blind motoring 
Francophiles to the car’s cramped cabin, slop¬ 
py driving characteristics and poor build. 

But Citroen clearly saw the need to upgrade 
the C3 this time rather than simply replace it, 
so the new car is far more impressive.

we expect to do well with it.” The test car was 
an upmarket 1.4 Exclusive with a lively 
95bhp VTi 16v petrol engine (£14,090), wear¬ 
ing its interior chroming and leather trim¬ 
ming well, and it also comes with auto cli¬ 
mate and cruise controls. 

It has the eye-catching Zenith panoramic 
front screen too that is set to become the new 
C3’s trademark; this is standard on all but the 
VT entry model (from £10,790) and comes with 
a neat pull down interior ‘roof and sun visors. 


It brings a marvellous and stylish luxury 
touch to the C3 range and defines its more 
upmarket stance compared to its predecessor. 

There is little disappointment on the move 
either; the C3 has a far better balance of ride 
comfort and handling than before and the 1.4 
engine is well-suited to the car, though there 
are 1.1 and 1.6-litre petrol alternatives plus 
1.4 and 1.6 diesels. 

My only criticism on the test model was the 
slightly sloppy gearshift, which may irritate 


keen drivers, but there is so much more to like 
about this smarter and swisher C3. 

And it should be cheap to run too, with a 
range of frugal low emission engines plus a 
miserly road tax exempt 1.6 diesel version 
arriving soon, wearing Citroen’s ultra-eco 
Airdream sub-branding and priced at an 
attractive £14,490.

BATTLE lines are being drawn on 
Romney Marsh after the 
Government this week blocked a 
£25 million plan to expand opera¬ 
tions at Lydd Airport. 

After a fiery seven-hour debate on March 4, 
Shepway District Council voted 27 to 12 in 
favour of applications to build a 294-metre 
runway extension and new terminal capable 
of handling up to 500,000 passengers a year. 

But the Government’s environ- _ 

ment adviser Natural England 
quickly urged ministers to call-in 
Shepwa/s resolution and mount a 
public inquiry 

Another environment group, 

Protect Kent, also wrote to the 
Government Office for the South 
East (GOSE). Protesters are con¬ 
cerned about the airport’s growth 
affecting wildlife habitats on the 
Marsh. As a result, Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local Government John 
Denham has put the plans on hold until April 
22 while he reviews the details.

Even on the eve of this 
move, a clearly exasperated 
airport MD, Jonathan Gordon, was insisting 
there was “no good reason” for a delay and pos¬ 
sible public inquiry because the Lydd plans do 
not meet criteria for calling in planning appli¬ 


cations. He said: “Our two applications do not 
conflict with national policies, they would have 
no significant effects beyond their immediate 
locality, they would not give rise to substantial 
regional or national controversy, they do not 
raise significant architectural and urban

design issues and they do not involve interests 
of national security or of foreign governments. 

“What’s more, the democratically elected 
members of Shepway have reviewed, exam¬ 
ined and questioned the applications. 

“An inquiry would be costly for all concerned 
and cause significant delay in the develop¬ 
ment of the airport.” 

Protect Kent - the Kent branch of Campaign 
to Protect Rural England - welcomed the 
review though, arguing the wider impacts of 
the proposals, particularly on the Kent Downs 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty, were 
ignored during the marathon council meeting. 

Protect Kent chairman Richard Knox- 
Johnston said: “We believe the employment 
benefits have been overstated and that the 
impacts on the environment and quality of life 
have been ignored.” 


PRE-BUDGET COMMENT 


GORDON Brown and his ministers have been 
more tight-lipped than usual about the Budget 
content, writes KOS Media business editor 
Steve Loader. 

Probably because there will be nothing dra¬ 
matic about Wednesday’s reckoning ahead of 
one of the most crucial elections in decades - 
widely tipped for May 6. 

Chancellor Alistair Darling will not want to 
make a wrong move that could lose Labour the 
election. However, by fudging the figures and 
spilling coffee over the economic route map, 
Labour could also hand the prize to the opposi¬ 
tion. 

This would also contrast with the party’s habit 
of quoting figures and stats, always with that 
lovely line “in real terms”, which rebounded on 
the PM when forced to backtrack over asser¬ 
tions to the Iraq inquiry that he had steadfastly 


raised the UK defence budget annually ... in 
real terms. The opposition parties enjoyed the 
stumble, having endured many Brown speech¬ 
es quoting figures rather like an old-style Soviet 
commissar intoning tractor and steel produc¬ 
tion targets for the next five-year plan. 

Even the rhetoric is looking wobbly now. A 
recent Brown speech struck a Churchillian tone 
with “we are weathering the storm” and “we will 
hold to our course”, suggesting our gnarled old 
skipper will see us safely to port, only for his 
next breath to warn “there will be bumps in the 
road”, rather suggesting we are riding pillion 
with him on an asthmatic Vespa. The fact is 
Labour - in power for 13 years and looking 


increasingly unlucky - is not ideologically suited 
to getting the UK back on course fast. 

While using “Protecting the recovery” as a 
mantra, Brown and co seem unable to spell out 
plans to address the nation’s huge debt, which 
is endangering the UK’s triple-A credit rating for 
effective borrowing to shore-up recovery. 

By contrast, the Conservatives have con¬ 
firmed that they would start reducing the debt 
this year if they win the election. 

From the perspective of Kent businesses, the 
outlook remains uncertain anyway, whoever 
wins the election. The recession ended official¬ 
ly in January, though a revision of the growth 
figure from a weedy 0.1 per cent in the final 


quarter to 0.3 per cent, gave little reassurance. 

And we reported recently how the county’s 
businesses were shouldering a major share of 
an estimated £80 billion burden in the UK due 
to red tape. 

It has been suggested that sterling’s fall could 
help the UK return to its traditional strength as 
an exporter of manufactured goods rather than 
relying on ‘invisibles’ such as finance - now 
doing penance for its part in the economic 
crash. 

With the notable exception of two Kent com¬ 
panies mentioned in this week’s section 
though, are would-be export heroes really 
going to take risks after the recession and with 
an election looming? 

Aren’t they more likely to use long-awaited 
benefits and profits from a weak pound to con¬ 
solidate rather than taking on new risks?

ISA investors 
must act now 


IF YOU are an ISA investor, be it cash 
or stocks and shares, you are running 
out of time to use your 2009/2010 
allowance, if you have not already done 


Applications must be received by April 
5, but this year the tax year end falls at 
Easter and so realistically you have 
until April 1 or 2 - which is only two 
weeks away - to ensure you use your 
allowance or lose it. 

As a reminder of the allowances for 
those aged over 50, up to £5,100 of your 
ISA allowance can be saved in cash with 
one provider. The remainder of the 
£10,200 can be invested in a stocks and 
shares ISA with either the same or 
another provider. 

Alternatively, the full £10,200 can be 
invested in a stocks and shares ISA 
with one provider. 

There are lower limits in place for the 
under-50s with £7,200 allowed to a 
stocks and shares ISA or £3,600 to cash. 

Long term 

The higher limits will apply to all eli¬ 
gible ISA investors with effect from 
April 6, 2010, irrespective of age. 

Anyone considering investing in a 
stocks and shares ISA should be clear it 
is an investment that should be consid¬ 
ered long term, that is at least five 
years, preferably 10. 

Also, it is important to pick the right 
fund. In my opinion the right fund is 
likely to be one that is diversified into 
many different asset classes and active¬ 
ly managed. Beware flavour-of-the- 
month funds, such as China or technolo¬ 
gy, unless you are a very experienced 
investor with a large asset base. 

Better still, get advice from a qualified 
financial planner on where to invest, 
although bearing in mind the timescales 
you will need to get your appointment 
booked quickly. 

There is always a bit of a rush at the 
end of the tax year, so act now.

NOBODY could say that a Rochester firm’s creation looks like a winning 
solution to a forthcoming electricity crisis, writes Steve Loader. 

The product from Minimise even uses the shorthand labelling IMOP in an effort to imbue 
some glamour to its boxy looks. The full title - inductive motor optimisation panel - just isn’t 
terribly sexy. But the IMOP is claimed to be just the right product at the right time for UK and 
export markets. 

Evidence from UK energy regulator Ofgem suggests the nation’s ability to generate sufficient 
electricity over the next 10 years could not only fall short of demand, but prices could soar by 25 
per cent. We could even face power cuts. Ofgem is already warning business customers the only 
way to keep their energy bills down will be to cut consumption, so the IMOP is sparking inter¬ 
est across all sectors.

The companies, in Medway and 
Sittingboume, also have a common bond 
through NatWest having put their loan deals 
in place. 

Window and door hardware firm VBH (GB), 
which has its UK headquarters at 
Gillingham, has agreed a £2.5 million invoice 
finance line with NatWest. 

After 28 years in its sector, VBH is the mar¬ 
ket leading subsidiary of German parent 
company VBH AG, and runs a national net¬ 
work of sales/stock centres distributing 
20,000 products. 

The UK arm sourced products from Britain 
and continental Europe historically, but has 
fostered supplies from China to boost choice 
for its customers. 

The new £2.5m invoice finance line will be 
used to help secure these imports and allow 
for working capital. 

VBH (GB) financial director Fay Keddie 
said: “We were looking for a bank that fully 
supports our vision for growth and revised 
importing strategy. NatWest delivered.” 

Richard Gower, VBH’s relationship manag¬ 
er at NatWest, said: “The invoice finance line 
for VBH (GB) shows that good, commercially 
viable firms are able to raise funds that make 
a real difference to their business models in 
this economic environment. 

“A real benefit here has been that we have 
worked closely with the company and become 
attuned to their business strategy on a UK 
and global scale, allowing us to provide fund¬ 
ing support accordingly.” 

Sittingbourne-based Gallery, a British- 
based designer, manufacturer and distributor

The merger enables us to 
continue the development and delivery of market lead¬ 
ing solutions such as advanced security and ‘contactless’ 
payment technology.” 


EMC adds Ell am

FAST-growing business trou¬ 
bleshooting and corporate 
finance firm EMC has added 
another senior consultant to its 
Kent team at Maidstone. 

David Ellam, who lives at 
Borough Green, is the third 
recruit in just a few weeks, 
reflecting extra demand for 
EMC’s services during the down¬ 
turn.

Formed in 1989, EMC has five offices across the 
South East including Maidstone and has pio¬ 
neered the concept of the ‘mobile boardroom’ - a 
multi-disciplined team providing top-level sup¬ 
port to businesses on a short or long-term basis. 

EMC has also helped with business sales, acqui¬ 
sitions, mergers and restructuring. 
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■ SHOPPING levels at Bluewater, 
claimed to be Europe’s leading retail 
and leisure destination, were nearly double 
the national average in February - 8.5 per 
cent against 4.5 per cent - compared with 
February 2009. 

Top sectors were fashion (up six per 
cent), health and beauty (nine), footwear 
(13) and homeware (19). 

Runaway leader though, perhaps reflect¬ 
ing consumer desperation to escape the 
freezing weather, was travel (up 53 per 
cent). 

Bluewater general manager Andrew 
Parkinson said the buoyant results were 
driven by poor weather and the centre’s 
appeal as a day out destination. 

The news follows plans for a Bluewater 
events venue, opening in late 2011 and fea¬ 
turing 12 restaurants, five new shops and 
Bluewater’s 12-screen cinema. 

■ RESTAURANTS and pubs could 
also afford to raise a glass after 
more positive results in February. 

Major operators tracked by the sec¬ 
tor’s Coffer Peach Report saw like-for- 
like sales rise 1.3 per cent against 
February 2009 and an overall sales 
rise of three per cent - welcome relief 
after bad weather sparked a five per 
cent slump in like-for-likes for 
January. But a spokesman at KPMG - 
a contributor to the tracker report - 
sounded a cautious note: “Sales have 
bounced back after the snow, but con¬ 
sumer confidence and the uncertain 
economic outlook remain big chal¬ 
lenges. Potential clouds on the hori¬ 
zon include the threat of public sector 
spending cuts impacting jobs and con¬ 
sumer spending, and rumours of a 
potential VAT rise. Shrewd operators 
will be focusing on quality service 
and competitive pricing to keep cus¬ 
tomers coming through the doors.” 

■ HALF of private businesses in Kent 
and the South East cut staff head- 
counts significantly over the past year, says 
a report by finance and business experts at 
Grant Thornton. 

This compares with a quarter over the 
previous 12 months and was roughly in 
line with the national average. 

Grant Thornton’s spokesman for the sec¬ 
tor, David Campbell, said: “It’s still tough 
out there for private companies, with many 
facing severe financial pressures forcing 
them to reduce headcount to stay afloat. 

“The significant jump in the number of 
businesses that have reduced their head- 
count is very concerning, particularly if the 
trend continues. 

“A reduced headcount for businesses will 
no doubt have a knock-on effect on house¬ 
hold incomes, slowing the country’s eco¬ 
nomic recovery. With growth of just 0.1 per 
cent in the fourth quarter of 2009, it’s clear 
we have a long way to go.”

CROSS-Channel ferry operator LD Lines has 
re-drawn its route map after striking up a part¬ 
nership with Transeuropa Ferries. 

Both operators are pooling resources on a 
new and unchallenged Ramsgate-Ostend pas¬ 
senger and freight service from March 27. The 
original plan for one vessel has been expanded. 
The route will now be operated by Ostend Spirit

— Charity Cup when the game 
between Halstead and Ticehurst, held at a 
neutral venue at Broomhill Park, turned 
nasty and had to be abandoned.

He then asked the captain, but he 
also declined to name the miscreant, and 
with the rest of the side clamming up, fol¬ 
lowing exchanges that were described with 
presumably a hefty amount of understate¬ 
ment, as “none too pleasant,” the game was 
abandoned. 

Ticehurst had already been forced to play 
with 10 men after one of their players suf¬ 
fered a blow to the ribs, but according to the 
reporter: “The decisions of the referee, it is 
contended, accounted in measure for this.”

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On course for The Open 

Roval St George’s ready for Tiger’s return in 2011

ROYAL St George’s have com¬ 
pleted the main changes to the 
course in preparation for host¬ 
ing The Open Championship 
next summer. 

The illustrious tournament makes its 
14th visit to the Sandwich venue in July 
next year. Work has been steadily gaining 
momentum for more than two years, with 
the major tweaks to the course already 
finished. 

There were a host of modifications in the 
run-up to the previous event in 2003, with a 
new green and an extra 240 yards added 
across the 18 holes, but the changes this 
time round have been less dramatic. 


New tees have been installed on five 
holes, making the course about 100 yards 
longer, while the fairway and bunkers on 
the 18th have been shifted to make the clos¬ 
ing hole more challenging. 

The course has a proud tradition of pro¬ 
viding a stem test of even the best players, 
with only three of the 13 Open winners fin¬ 
ishing under par. But with players hitting 
the ball further every year, the challenge for 
courses is to retain the difficulty, according 
to Christopher Gabbey, club secretary at 
Royal St George’s. 

“The trouble is with technology moving on 
you do have to adjust the course to match 
that,” he said. “Bunkers that were in the 
right position 10 years ago for these guys 
are now completely irrelevant. That is a 
problem everyone is stmggling with. 

‘We’re very lucky here that we have 
oodles of space, so we do have room to 


make changes and lengthen the course, but 
there’s always a limit to it. 

“The holes are designed in a specific way 
and you risk by moving tees back all the 
time, changing the basic idea of that hole 
and that’s not necessarily a good thing. 

“You hope this mad march of technology 
won’t go on and on because it will make a lot 
of courses basically redundant.” 

Meticulous 

The course’s thick rough has also 
received some attention. While remaining 
tough to play out from, it has been thinned 
to make it easier to find lost balls, 
especially down the right side of the first 
hole, which claimed Tiger Woods’ opening 
tee shot in 2003. 

The final major project on the course is a 
meticulous refurbishment programme of 
the course’s bunkers, which continues to 


make sure they look picture perfect when 
the TV cameras arrive. 

The condition of the course will be closely 
monitored throughout this year, with the 
final job bringing the semi-rough in closer to 
the fairways in the weeks leading up to The 
Open. But despite all the work which goes 
into preparing the course, Gabbey admitted 
there was one major factor which they could 
do little about. 

He said: “The weather has a huge impact 
on how we prepare and what sort of condi¬ 
tion the course is in. Last time round [in 
2003] we had a wonderfully dry and hot 
summer. It was perfect. 

“We would love a really dry week for 
The Open itself, but in the build-up we 
would like some warmth in the spring to 
really get things going and then the summer 
to warm up so the place is looking really 
proper linksy.” 


Ladies tee off in Morocco 


DANI Masters and Claire Aitken 
began their golf seasons this week 
as the Ladies European Tour 
(LET) made its first ever visit to 
Morocco. 

Both Kent golfers were making 
their first competitive outings 
on the LET since attending 
Qualifying School in December. 

They avoided costly trips to New 
Zealand and Australia, which 
opened the LET season in the last 
month, preferring to stay at home 
and prepare for the European 
events. 

Masters headed to north Africa 
hoping the Lalla Meryem Cup in 
Mohammedia will mark the start 
of a new era after two miserable 
years. 

Injuries wrecked the 2008 sea¬ 
son and cost the Maidstone golfer 
her Tour card, forcing a year spent 
largely on the sidelines. 

Although the 27-year-old was 
unable to regain a full card at 
Q-School before Christmas, she 
finished high enough to expect 
entry to around half the LET 
events this season.

Bowden-Brown said when plans were 
revealed in March 2000 he expected the 
project to take five years. 

“I’m not surprised 10 years have gone 
by,” he said. 

“It’s embedded in my memory. Every 
single day something has happened, but 
we got involved with parties who prom¬ 
ised us the world and then went bust, so 
it’s been traumatic.” 

The club did receive a boost this week 
when Shadow Sports and Olympics 
Spokesman, Hugh Robertson MP, met 
with club representatives and publicly 
backed the stadium plan at a KCFA 
conference on Friday. 

His office confirmed he would also be 
contacting Maidstone Borough Council 
about the issue.

“It would be nice to get in the squad, they 
take three goalkeepers and to be one of those 
would be absolutely amazing. I haven’t heard 
anything since I played in the under-21s and 
there are a lot of players out there I guess who 
are in the same boat as me. 

Frustrating 

“I’m not really thinking about it, I’m just 
concentrating on my form here and that would 
hopefully take care of itself.” 

After making just six appearances in his first 
year at the Gills, Julian looked set for another 
frustrating season until Simon Royce was 
involved in a car crash in December. Julian has 
not looked back since, with yesterday’s game at 
Charlton his 18th consecutive start. 

With the 38-year-old Royce approaching the 


twilight of his career, the path appears open 
for his former understudy to claim the number 
one jersey long term. 

It is a far cry from the situation in 
November, when Julian submitted a transfer 
request due to a lack of first-team football. The 
27-year-old is not sure if he is even still on the 
transfer list, but the run of games has changed 
his outlook. 

He said: “I never wanted to leave the club; I 
just wanted to play football. I’m playing now 
and I’m happy - simple as that - so I don’t 
want to leave. There’s no problem at all. 

“I just have to do my best and hope it’s good 
enough to stay in the team. Unless you are 
someone like Wayne Rooney, I don’t think 
anyone is 100 per cent certain of playing the 
next game. 

“I’m the sort of character who will push 
myself regardless, but you can’t relax with 
someone like Simon Royce behind you because 
he’s a top goalkeeper.”

New league is 
looking likely 

PLANS to introduce a new non-league 
division to bring Kent in line with the rest 
of the countiy are advancing, with organis¬ 
ers hoping to launch it next year. 

Under the existing system, Kent is one of 
only two counties not to have access to a divi¬ 
sion at step six in the football pyramid. It cre¬ 
ates problems for clubs in the Kent County 
League’s Premier Division (at step seven) to 
move up to the Kent League’s top flight (at 
step five) due to the ground requirements 
needed for promotion to the higher level. 

Slotting a division in between would 
make it easier for ambitious clubs to move 
up, with improvement grants far higher to 
step six clubs than those at step seven. It 
would also introduce relegation to the bot¬ 
tom of the Kent League, making the divi¬ 
sion more competitive. 

Following a meeting of the main stake¬ 
holders last month there appears to be a 
common desire to see the new league in 
place for the start of the 2011/12 season. 

Denise Richmond, Kent League chair¬ 
man, said: “We’ve been pushing for this 
development for some time and are delight¬ 
ed that all parties have worked together in 
the best interests of football in Kent. 

“There are still some challenging times 
ahead but our focus remains to form the 
new step six division in any way we can.”

finds out what it is like to get behind the wheel of an FI car 


AS A lifelong petrol-head and 
motorsport nut, I have often 
watched Formula One wonder¬ 
ing what it would be like to drive 
the world’s fastest racing cars - 
now I know. 

Sitting behind the wheel of the most 
advanced Formula One simulator is the 
closest an armchair enthusiast like myself 
will ever get to experiencing what the likes of 
Lewis Hamilton and Jenson Button do on a 
regular basis. 

At a Formula One launch party last week 
at Maidstone’s Ramada Hotel, I was given 
the opportunity to test my skills on the track 
- or virtual track as the case may be - as well 
as getting a glimpse of what it takes to be a 
racing driver. 

The simulator, built by Bob Salisbury 
Engineering, is used by the majority of teams 
in the Formula One paddock to help train 
their drivers. 

The kit comprises a full-size Formula One 
show car, minus engine and electronics, but 
in place of these is a state-of-the-art comput¬ 
er simulation. The programme produces 
exact copies of every race track in the world 
down to the finest detail, including Kent’s 
Brands Hatch, which was to be my task for 
the three laps I was to race. 

Nausea 


The simulators used by the Formula One 
teams are suspended on springs to replicate 
G Force. Fortunately for me, the car I used 
was without this option, as it has been known 
to cause nausea among those that use them. 

Aston Martin Le Mans racer Stuart Hall 
was my instructor for the experience, 
although having been lucky enough to drive 
and be driven round Brands Hatch, I chose to 
ignore the professional’s advice. Big mistake. 

The first lap was a baptism of fire. For a 
split second I felt as just as good as Button 
and Hamilton, but that came to an abrupt 
halt after going against the advice of my 
instructor and spinning off mid 
comer at Paddock Hill bend. 

Feeling more like Rodney 
Trotter than Lewis Hamilton, I 
persevered. The biggest shock 
is just how sensitive the car is. 

Even a slight move of the 
steering wheel and pedals is 
mirrored by the car and can 
send you into trouble.

Once into my second lap I completely for¬ 
got where I was and became engrossed in 
extracting the very best out of the Brands 
Hatch circuit and myself. After settling into a 
rhythm, my final lap proved to be clean and 
fast and I actually set the fifth quickest time 
(out of 100 people) of 35 seconds, which 
turned out to be half a second slower than 
the instructor. Perhaps there is hope for me 
yet to become world champion. 

After speaking to Hall, 
he explained why simu¬ 
lators are making an 
impact in the sport 
why they will

become essential for aspiring young drivers. 

He said: “In Formula One they use simula¬ 
tors an awful lot, but not so much in sports- 
car racing at Le Mans. I have been using 
these for a few years now and they are real¬ 
ly useful. With testing costs increasing, it’s a 
great tool to be able to use. 

“The only real difference is the fear factor. 
Racing a car you have the fear, but on the 
simulator that is taken away. We only race at 
Le Mans once a year so any practise you can 
get is helpful and to do that on a the simula¬ 
tor really helps. I use all the braking points I 
would use on the real circuits.” 

However, like most things in motorsport 
money plays a part. It would set you back 
£40,000 to become the owner of your veiy own 
Formula One car and simulator. In FI terms 
it’s a small price to pay to be like Lewis 
Hamilton in your living room and I 
have to admit it’s certainly been 
added to my wish fist.

World Cup ends 
in tears for our 
England starlet 

DESPITE helping England’s men to their 
best hockey World Cup performance in 
more than two decades, Ashley Jackson 
admits returning from India without a 
medal was “heartbreaking.” 

After winning the European title last 
summer, England went into the tourna¬ 
ment in New Delhi optimistic of a first 
semi-final appearance since finishing sec¬ 
ond as hosts in 1986. 

They began in style, stunning pre-tour¬ 
nament favourites Australia 3-2 on the 
opening day. Victories against South 
Africa, Pakistan and India followed and 
despite a defeat to Spain, they progressed 
to the last four. 

The squad’s growing hopes of reaching 
the final were dashed as they were 
despatched 4-1 by reigning champions 
Germany. A bronze medal was still a pos¬ 
sibility, but England slipped from a 3-1 
lead to lose 4-3 against the Netherlands to 
finish fourth. 

Jackson, born in Chatham, was aiming 
for the semi-finals before leaving for India, 
but reaching that target is of little consola¬ 
tion now. 

Outclassed 

“We’d never been in that situation before 
and at the start we thought we’d be happy 
to get to the semi-finals,” he said. “But 
once you get there and come away with 
nothing it’s heartbreaking. 

“The Germany game was easier to take 
because we were outclassed, but the fact 
it was us that lost the [Netherlands] game 
was pretty hard to take. I think it will be 
used as a group - we’ll remember we 
never want to feel like this again and make 
sure we build on it.” 

Jackson came into the tournament with 
a burgeoning reputation after being 
named 2009 World Young Player of the 
Year in December. Still only 22, he reached 
his 50th England cap against the 
Netherlands, but despite finishing third in 
the top scorer charts with seven goals in 
as many games, Jackson was unhappy 
with his individual displays. 

He said: “I thought I was pretty average 
throughout the tournament, no real high 
points or low points. When you lose the 
way we did you look at what you could 
have done differently.” 

Jackson returns to the Netherlands 
next week to finish his club season with 
HGC. The next big international tourna¬ 
ment is the Champions Trophy in July 
before a return to New Delhi for the 
Commonwealth Games in the autumn.

Holt keen 

EBBSFLEET United bosses hope 
to tie up a new sponsorship deal 
with Eurostar this week as the 
club continues to navigate choppy 
financial waters.

also saw the club lose its former 
name, Gravesend & Northfleet. 

Designed to put Ebbsfleet 
International Station and the 
community of Ebbsfleet on the 
map, the deal has served the Fleet 
well and chairman Duncan Holt, 
who held talks with Eurostar on 
Thursday, is now anxious to put 


pen to paper once again. 

He said: “We were very keen 
to explain what a fantastic 
opportunity this is for them. 

“Over the last three years, 
Eurostar have had great publicity 
from us getting to the FA Trophy 
final [in 2008], the name change 
and the whole MyFootballClub 
story. However, we haven’t quite 
got them ingrained in the club in 
the way we would have liked.” 

Ebbsfleet’s perilous position in 
the Blue Square Premier under¬ 


lines the need for the stability a 
new deal would bring, with Holt 
admitting relegation is a very real 
possibility. 

“It’s starting to look tight,” he 
said. “I’m sure it will go down to 
the last game of the season. We 
do have plans in place, to play in 
Blue Square South, but relegation 
changes a lot of things. 

“Suddenly we would be playing 
Boreham Wood rather than Luton 
or Wrexham and it would have a 
huge effect on the playing budget.’ 1

KENT head coach Paul Farbrace 
is in advanced talks with two 
genuine international quick 
bowlers and is hopeful one will 
sign as an overseas player for the 
first half of the season. 

The county’s search for a new bowler comes 
in the wake of the news, exclusively reported 
on our website www.kentnews.co.uk, that 
Australian seamer Stuart Clark (pictured 
right) would not be arriving as the club’s over¬ 
seas pro due to concerns about his fitness. 

Farbrace, who is preparing for his first 
season as head coach at St Lawrence, was 
made aware by Clark about a month ago that 
he may struggle to see out his three-month 
stint with the county, after a back injury took 
longer than expected to heal. 

Consequently, Farbrace has been scouring 
the cricketing globe to find a replacement and 
has this week been in discussion with two 
impressive quick bowlers and their interna¬ 
tional coaches. 

“I’m talking to two international bowlers 
and we are excited by both of them in the 
sense that they are high quality bowlers who 
would both bowl good overs,” Farbrace told 
Kent on Sunday. 

“The difficult thing in getting someone in, is 
they have to have played so many Test match¬ 
es or One-Day Internationals in the last 12 
months and have a central contract to consti¬ 
tute being an overseas player. These are the 
new rules set by the England and Wales 
Cricket Board. 

“It’s very difficult to find players that fit into 
that category, who are both available and 
won’t be playing in the Indian Premier 
League or involved in the World Twenty20.”

With less than a month to go until the start 
of the county season, the new bowler, should 
he sign, will definitely not be available for the 
County Championship opener against 
Nottinghamshire at Trent Bridge. 

That’s because both players Farbrace is 
talking to are involved in the Indian Premier 
League and obtaining a work permit for an 
overseas players takes time. 

He said: “Both players we are talking to are 
involved in the IPL and so wouldn’t be avail¬ 
able until after April 25 when the final finish¬ 
es, unless their team doesn’t make the final 
and they may be able to arrive a few days ear¬ 
lier. That means they would miss the first two 
championship games. 

“If we don’t get one of those we are like¬ 
ly to run out of time, purely because it 
takes six weeks to get a work permit 
turned around. If we ended up without an 
overseas player we would be thin on the 
ground, but what it does mean is the other 
boys on the staff can stake a claim to play. 

“That’s what they are on the staff to do 
- play, but we are still hopeful of signing 
someone.” 

If the club fail to get an overseas bowler 
to help bolster their attack, which would 
look threadbare with just Amjad Khan, 
Robbie Joseph and Simon Cook to call on 
in the seam department, it won’t be down 


to finances. Farbrace, a former assistant 
coach of Sri Lanka, insists the club are firmly 
behind recruiting an overseas star, providing 
it’s the right one. 

“The treasurer and the chairman have both 
said ‘we want you to have an overseas player’ 
provided they are what you want,” Farbrace 
said. “No-one has said since the Clark deci¬ 
sion: 'great that’s a way to save money.’ 

“Everyone has been supportive, but we are 
all mindful that we are not in a great position 
financially, so we have to ensure that if we 
bring someone in they have to add quality and 
not just someone that comes in and earns his 
money.”
